Now that the details of the naval battle in 
the Mediterranean between the British and 
Uallan fleets are to hand, it is apparent that 
‘the former has secured an even greater suc~ 
oss than was at first thought. When the 
Ttallan forees sighted H.M.S. Orion, they 
seem to have thought that that vessel, being 

ipparently unsupported, could be ' satis~ 
factorily dealt with, and fell into the error 
of following after her. Keeping just within 
gun range Orion succeeded in attracting the 
enemy westwards bringing them nearer to 
the main British force steaming at full speed 
from Alexandiia, which soon appeared on 
‘the seene and gave chase to the Italian vessels 
which sought to make off when the British 
fleet was sighted. A chase of twelve hours 
followed, and though the Tlalians sought to 
seatter, they were brought to action with 
disastrous results to themselves, losing four 
erulsers” and three Jarge destroyers. ‘The 
British on the other hand completed the 
‘engagement unscathed, no vessel having been 
hit, and no casualties incurred. 

‘Judging from the accounts now to hand, 
what appears to have happened is that the 
British batileships with immensely superior 
marksmanship were able to subject those 
seven Vessels lo a swift and heavy bombard~ 
ment, which disabled them, leaving the 
administration of the coup de grace to the 
smaller British vessels who carried out their 
mission most efficiently. If the Slalian fleet 
in the “Mediterranean has not been com= 
pletely shattered it has been sufficiently 
damaged {0 enable the British naval com- 
mand to make fresh dispositions of ite 
forees, and if the success at Taranto had naval 
yepercussions throughout the world, as Mr. 
Churchill said it would, then it is’ only to 
be expected that a much greater effect will 
have been produced by the latest British 
success, It may be possible now to divert 
certain units to go in pursuit of the Scharn- 
horst and the Gneisenau, if the latest bomb- 
ing of Brest has not alteady confined them 
to the harbour at Brest, and the clearing up 
of the situation in the Atlantic may now 
he only a matter of a short time. 

‘What is highly significant is the discovery 
that amongst the prisoners taken in the battle 
of the Ionian Sea was a number of German 
oMeers, petty officers, and gunners. ‘They 
were certainly not in the Italian craft for 
the purpose of learning how to fight un- 
xuccossful engagements, for they acquired 
that knowledge elsewhere, and the conelision 
to be drawn is that Hitler not satistied with 
the efficiency of the Italian personnel, sought 
to stiffen it with detachments drawn from 
the Gorman navy. If he thought the pre- 
senee of German gunners in Italian ships 
‘would be a sure means of improving their 
gunnery, the result of the battle shows him 
to have been completely misled, for the fact, 
that during the whole engagement not a hit 
was rogistered on the British units engaged, 
clearly indicates that there was a vast differ- 
enee between the gunnery of the British 
and that of thelr enemies. The number of 
Germans so captured was not great, but the 
very fact that thoy were in Ialian vessels 
may prove to be highly significant. 

For some months past there have been 
stories current relative to the percolation of 
Germans into overy Halian sphere of war 
activity. There were first the thousands of 
German “tourists” whose presence annoyed 
the Italians. ‘Then it was announced that 
German acroplanes and the necessary per= 
sonnel to care for them had entered Italy. 
Noxt stories came out of Tlaly to the effect 
that German experts were 10 be found in 
every department of Italian war industry and 
other activities. Now, there is definite proof 
that they have even penetrated into the Italian 
vy, and as it is not to be believed for one 
joment that they were there in any sub- 
ordinate capacity, the conclusion to be drawn 
is that Hitler has succeeded to a large extent 

securing control of the Halian war machine 
‘a manner which the Tlalians will now be 
unable to shake off until Germany has been 
defeated. This state of affairs seems to dis- 
rose of ‘once and for all of any possibility 
of the Mallans suing Great Britain and her 

lies fora separate peace. ‘They have in 
fact heen incorporated in the Reich whether 
they like it or not. It is all very humiliating 
for the Talians, but they have only Mussolini 























THE NEW BYE-LAWS 
. April 2. 
Reading the proposed new bye-laws which’ 
the Municipal Council will submit to the’ 
forthcoming meeting of ratepayers induces 
considerable surprise that they have nos-been 
enacted and enforced long since. ‘They are 
consequently now to be welcomed in the: 
spirit that it is better Jate than never, and 


az [it is to be hoped that they will be adopted 


by the ratepayers. With the exception of 
‘one dealing with assessments for taxation 
ptposes, and recovery of taxes from defaul- 
ters, the ten new bye-laws deal with matters 
of health, ranging from the compulsory re- 
istration’ of doctors, surgeons, midwives, 
dentists, veterinary surgeons, nurses or dis- 
Densers’of drugs, through a. whole gamut of 
Fegulations covering notification of infectious 
diseases, isolation, punishment for wilful 
‘exposure of people suffering from such dis- 
eases, compulsory vaccination, registration 
of deaths, overcrowding, entry ‘into premises 
fon mattets relating to health and the pro- 
hibition of spitting in public places. Up to 
the present a system of voluntary registration 
fof doctors practising in the International 
Settlement has been followed, and the 
change over to compulsory registration, with’ 
punishment for those who practice without 
registration, is a logical development cal~ 
culated best to serve the interests of the 
community. 

In this connection the hope is expressed 
that the Council will jealously scrutinize the| 
qualifications of all persons desiring registra- 
tion, and that it wil at the same time rigor- 
ously punish any found breaking this bye 
Taw which should serve to protect the public 
from the ministrations of unqualified people. 
‘Of the bye-laws dealing with the question 
of infectious diseases there is one criticism. 
Limitation of the fine for failure to notify 
18 ease of infectious disease to the OMicer 
‘of Health to a maximum of $10 for every 
twenty-four hours of continuance of such 
nogleet, seems to be very small indeed com- 
pared with the eerlousness of such an offence’ 
‘nd the general danger in which it is likely 
to place the public. It is suggested that the 
maximum could very well be placed much 
higher, and give the Courts, which have to 
enforce such a bye-law, better scope for im~ 
pressing upon offenders the enormity of thelr 
fault. 

Obviously if a person who exposes himselt 
while suffering from such a disease in public 
places, or conveyances can be fined as much 
fas $300, or suffer imprisonment up to three 
‘months, or punished by both, a maximum, 
fine of $10 for failure to notify is ridiculously 
small, and a heavier penalty seems indicated. 
Provision for compulsory vaccination against 
smallpox is also to be welcomed. Possibly 
the Counell does not think the time ripe to 
enforce compulsory inoculation against 
typhoid and cholera, because the Chinese 
‘are not so familiar with that process as they 
are with vaccination which they had already 
Giscovered before the advent of foreign 
practice in China, but it Is hoped that with 
the increasing humbers who voluntarily 
submit to inoculation the time will come 
When compulsion in this respect may also 
be made possible, 

‘The bye-laws dealing with overcrowding 
and spitting are also welcomed, but there 
‘will be some anxiety over the promise given 
in the Counell's notiftation in the following 
passage: — 

‘The Council realizes. that certain of the 
proposed Bye-laws, particularly these relating 
{o spitting and overcrowding, willbe con- 
sidered ‘somewhat advanced for strict  ap- 
Pltcation In present-day conditions. “But they 
Should be regarded primarily as measures 
Aimed {0 educate the publle’ to. a” higher 
Standard of conduct in Public health matters. 
‘The Council Intends to exercise. the powers 
conferred upon them by these Bye-laws with 
fiseretion ‘and. with due regard’ to. the elr- 
Gqumstances” prevailing in Shanghai. The 
‘Svererowding Bye-law is designed to strike 
at exploilation of the, poor and. to provide 
the ‘Commissioner of Public Health with the 
power he needs to eurb the spread of dissase 
ind Improve the health of the ety. ‘The 
Council appreciates that this ‘Bye-law can 
probably only be enforced in "the most 
exceptional eases. of deliberate disregard. for 
the health, of inhabitants of the Setllement 
and In order to protect the public in every 
‘way it proposes at first to. submit alt ‘cases 
of violation of the overcrowding Bye-taw to 
the’ consideration of the ‘Health Committee 
before any. action is authorized by Counell. 

It ls realized that the enforcoment of the 
spitting ‘Byelaw will be -difieull. tn the 
past the Commissioner of Public Health has 
hhad fo depend on the publicity measures of 
hhis Depariment and such assistance as has 
been tlven by olher organizations interested 
in the work of combatting the dangerous and 
Unhealthy” spitting habit. Public “enlighten 
ment as to the unhealthiness of this habit 
through health campaigns will continue. ‘The 
Infroduction of a. Bye.taw for application in 
eases where ‘the necessity arises Is most 
aesirabie. 

Tt cannot be too strongly emphasized that 
‘one of the best methods of education in such 
matters as overcrowding and spitting in public 
is actual enforeement of penalties. Poster 
displays may be all very well, and tactful 
handling of cases of overcrowding sound 











attractive. But those responsible for over- 
crowding are to a great extent mere pro-

A WELCOME STEP 
April 3 


Much of the anxiety which,has lately been 
prevailing regarding the fate of the Inter- 
national Settlement will have been allayed 
by the statement made by Mr. Godfrey 
Phillips, Secretary and Commissioner~ 
General of the Shanghai Municipal Counell, 
to the local Press on-Tuesday. He stated that 
as a result of the negotiations, which have 
been proceeding for some time between the 
British, American and Japanese consular 
authorities, an arrangement has been made 
whereby, ‘as a temporary measure, | the 
Couneil shall consist of four Chinese, ‘three 
each of British, American and Japanese, one 
German and two members of other nationali- 
ties creating a nicely balanced council of 
sixteen members. In order to arrive at this. 
arrangement British representation has been 
reduced from five to three, while the Chinese 
will also surrender one ‘seat. The British 
‘did not necessarily have to ‘make such a 
gesture, and the fact that they have volun- 
tarily done so is sufficient indication of their’ 
readiness to do everything possible to secure 
the future harmonious administration of the 
complicated affairs of the International 
Settlement, 

‘The proposed new arrangement, which has 
yet to secure the approval of all ‘the nation~ 
alities conetrned, will have the effect .of 
establishing the Council on a broader inter 
national basis than ever before, and will 
afford opportunities for representation to 
‘communities who formerly did not possess it. 
Thus an opportunity is afforded for greater 
cooperation in the administration which it 
is to be hoped will lead to further reforms 
and a wider and better understanding of the 
problems of the International Sojtlement, 
‘The significance to be attached to Mr. Phillips’ 
statement is to be found in the fact that 
this new arrangement has been arrived 
at as a result of a compromise between 
the views of the three nationalities whose 
authorities have reached an agreement. At 
fone time it was feared that the negotiations 
would reach a deadlock and that an clection, 


—which it is understood will now be avoided, |p 


—would have become necessary, with all the 
excitement and feeling which’ that would 
entail in present circumstances. It speaks 
well for the ability and good faith of the 
negotiators that so admirable a solution of a 
difficult problem has been reached. 

It is necessary that, when the new Council 
comes into power,” its members should 
definitely understand that in thelr delibera~ 
tions national interests, or feelings should 
not be allowed to sway their decisions, and 
that in fact in their deliberations they ‘must 
be Shanghailanders first and all the time. 
‘They will be helped in that by the very con- 
stitution of the new Council in which all 
interests are evenly balanced, no one’ 
vationality being in a position to dominate 
the Council, or tc force decisions likely to 
be unpalatable to the minority, ‘The policy’ 
of the Council in the past has’ always been 
‘one of compromise. It must continue to be 
so, and if members bring to their work a 
full determination that the interests of the 
International Settlement shall be their first 
consideration there is every reason to believe 
that the future administration of the settle- 
ment can proceed in an atmosphere of com- 
plete harmony. 

‘One of the immediate benefits to be ox- 
pected from this new arrangement is that 
‘cause for the disputes, which have marked 
recent years, will have been removed. It 
will never be allowed to rise again if the 
future Couneil conducts its business along the 
same reasonable lines as those which were 
undoubtedly adopted by the consular repre 
sentatives responsible for reaching this agree- 
ment. Indeed it presages, given good faith 
all round, entrance upon ‘a new era in the 
history of Shanghai which should prove to 
be beneficial to the whole community. Tt 
is to be hoped that this new scheme will com- 
‘mend itself to public support. ‘That it most 
certainly deserves, for it is probably the most. 
statesmanlike solution of existing difficulties 
that could possibly have been devised, and 
the authorities who are responsible for reach~ 
ing such a modus vivendi are to be heartily 
‘congratulated upon the manner in which they 
have carried out a most dificult task.

‘So much attention is paid to German pro- 
paganda that there is a tendency at times 





fo overlook what the Ialians are doing in 
this respect.

Indeed 
the manner-in which the Italians contradict 
and re-contradict themselves is such, and it 
is done with such rapidity that an electrically 
motivated weathercock would have much 
diMcully in Keeping pace. Rome's declara- 
tions on the commencement of the Libyan 
‘campaign are indicative of the speed with 
which the Italians changed their estimate of 
military values according to whether they 
were advancing or retreating. ‘Thus when

broadcast declared, “justified the declaration 
that the battle now proceeding between the 
Italians and the British at Sidi Barrant will 
bbe decisive for the outcome of the war, But 
Maly is certain of victory.” "The inimitable 
Gayda was responsible for that titbit. 

But when the British threatened and tool: 
‘Sidi Barrani, Rome broadcast in French that 
the situation of the British in Sidi Barrani 
was dangerous; in fact the British were 
pursuing “a mitage, and really achieving no 
more than an extension of thelr lines of 
supply.” ‘The defence of Bardia while it was 
still in Italian hands showed “the attachment 
of the Italians to the Fascist régime, It is 
not only the defence of the gates of Libya. 
It is a defence of Fascism.” With those 
sentiments the German broadcaster agreed. 
“The Italian people know that on this battle 
the result of the fatal clash between the two 
‘worlds depends, that is to say final victory.” 
‘Then Bardia fell. It did not then look s0 
imposing, for Rome broadcast the opinion 
that “Bardia {s much smaller and less con- 
venient than Sollum, and will be of little 
use for the transport of materials and provi- 
sions.” Bardia was indeed “only a group 
of houses round a creck. It has no nave 
Importance for it 1s not strictly a harbou 
‘Or again the fortifications around the town 
‘were once in Italian eyes “as good in value, 
as the well known Maginot line.” | Within a 
‘week it had become obvious that “the place 
does not merit the grandiose name of for- 
tress.” 

Tobruk, where, before General, Wavell 
struck, the defence lines were “of ‘the best 
and strongest nature,” and would “render 
Jong and obstinate opposition possible.” w 
after it fell “of no importance for the defence 
fof Cyrenaica.” It is apparent that something. 
of the nature had to be broadcast after each 
of the Italian reverses in Libya, to offset 
the impression which previous Italian bom- 
‘Yast had created that the various. positions 
‘as they fell were really very important, It 
was part of the game of the {talian pro- 
jandists to seek to minimize the effect of 
repeated Italian defeats, and, while it may 
have had some effect at home, merely looked 
ridiculous abroad. 

‘Again the situation in the Mediterrancan 
from a propaganda point of view changed 
like’ the chameleon, Last summer the 
Italians were already “lords and masters of 
the situation in this part of the waters.” 
“Britain's position in the Italian sea” was 
“reduced to a chased ghost.” but after the 
British success at Taranto they did not “enjoy 
talking about it, for it is one of the stern 
vicissitudes of ‘our victorious anti-British 
war.” Judging from all that has happened 
‘and Italian comment thereupon, Mussolini he 
had a raw deal in Mare nostrum. ‘The wicked 
British have not been acting up to expecta- 
tions, and far from showing “signs of the 
inevitable collapse of England and the 
Empire,” by the ond of last year had “hurled 
against Italy the concentrated forces at her 
disposal from four continents.” When to 
all this is added the fact that the British 
armies gained their victories “by brute 
force,” the Italian propagandists have clearly 
shown to the world that the perfidious British 
play much {oo roughly in the game of war, 





































STRIKES IN U.S. 
April 4. 

It is self-evident that in the gearing of a 
nation’s industry into war speed there are 
bound to arise a number of controversial 
questions which can be made into strike 
issues, If the Nazis had not by their in- 
Giscriminate bombing methods wiped out dis- 
tinetions in British industry and set the same 
objective before the eyes of all—namely, an 
all out effort to victory—it is possible that 
the stoppages of war production which are 
now occurring in the United States might 
well have occurred in Britain There is no- 
‘one in democratic countries so sensitive about 
his own rights as the labourer—and quite 
rightly so, Tt is only when it is borne upon 
him by the attempted destruction of his means 
of livelihood that his existence depends upon 
huis sinking all differences between employees 
and employers, that he is willing to forget 
everything except the fact that he must win 
if he Js going to maintain his old standard of 
living. In perfect confidence that his govern- 
‘ment will assure him a fair deal, the British 
‘worker has agreed to the abrogation of limited 
working hours. With knowledge that his life 
and the livelihood of his dependents are at 
stake, he spends his leisure hours in A.R, 
duties, or as look-out man for raiders, or 
fire-watcher. While it would be foolish to 
say that he is happy to do all this, he .can 
‘see no alternative except the slavery the Nazis 








have to offer thoso whom. they have con- 
quered. His: work is a duty. His lelsure 
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hours are given up to duty, just in the same] has now been revealed that the German gift 


way as, during the last war, every man in 
the trenches “was permanently on duty, 
whether he happened to be on his company’s 
list for the day or not, 

‘Workers in the United States have not yet! 
had the critical nature of their position 
brought home to them. ‘The excellent and 
graphic American press ‘has told them of 
the fate which the workers of Europe have 
suffered under Nazi rule. But they have not 
eon able to see it with their own eyes, as| 
have the British workers. ‘They are still 
deluded by the vast expanse of the Atlantic 
Ocean into believing that such things cannot 
happen to them, ‘They have forgotten, if they 
ever knew, that Hitler dismissed the United 
‘States from the class of enemies to be feared, 
by the statement that he could engineer a| 
revolution in that country whenever he 
wanted to. ‘There can be little doubt that! 
his plans to this end have been deeply laid. 
The testimony given before the Dies Com-| 
mittee on Un-American Activities is proof 
that alion influences have been at work in| 
the core of the American industrial system| 
for a long time, If criticism were to be 
offered of the findings of that committee, it 
might be that they paid too much attention 
to communist activities and too little to those 
of the Nazis and the Fascists, until it was 
too late to do anything about them. It is| 
interesting to note that the aposiles of] 
Fascism and Nazis are now emphasizing in| 
thelr propaganda that the United States 
Administration's attempfs to curb labour] 
troubles, by orders should, be condemned by 
all good Americans, Possibly they should. 
But the significant thing is that the “new 
‘order in Europe, which has gained mastery 
by the most ruthless suppression of every’ 
freedom the worker held dear, is now citing 
the possibility of much less harsh methods| 
by the democratic governments as an. 
argument that these governments should be! 
resisted and overthrown, Was there ever 
such inconsistency? 

President Roosevelt and fils advisers can, 
be trusted to put the critical issue before 
the rival labour unions which are at the 
bottom of these disputes, without equivoca 
tion, ‘They have already repeatedly warned 
that this war will not be won without | 
sacrifice—sacrifice of leisure and of hardly 
‘won privileges. And they have also em- 
phasized that only by this sacrifice can the 
highly prized leisure of the American worker 
and his privileges be preserved. Their warn~ 
ings are not conjured out of the air. They 
are based on fact. Should the Nazis ever! 
succeed in establishing their “new order” in| 
Europe, a fatal blew would be dealt to every 
‘American factory. Could ever the Americans 
hope to compete against a continent organized) 
on virtually a slave basis, whose products 
could be sold in the world’s markets, not at} 
economic prices, but at prices which those 
who dictate them know will have a erippling 
economic effect upon their competitors? That 
is the ultimate Nozi objective. That is the 
‘cause which the worker who downs his tools 
in this crucial time is assisting, when he 
‘backs this or that labour union against any 
other. “What the worker who is separated by 
several thousand miles from the gigantic| 
conflict now raging may find diMcult to 
realise is that his future depends upon the 
production of his lathe’ or other machine at| 
this present moment. If he neglects that’ 
production now, he may well face the pro- 
spect of being ‘unable to produce anything 
at all in the future. For no one will be able 
to buy what he tums out. 











BLOCKADE OF FRANCE 


Aprit 4. 

‘The figures which Mr. H. Dalton, Minister! 
of Economic Warfare, gave in the ‘House of 
Commons on Tuesday off the imports’ into 
unoccupied France, of which the Axis Powers 
are alleged to be receiving the’ greater part, 
clearly indicate the correctness of the British 
position with regard to the blockade. As much. 
ag half of these imports, and in some cases 
‘even more, is being turned over to Germany 
‘and Italy,, the former receiving the lion's 
share, It'was stated that during December 
‘and January no less than half a million tons 
of cargo, mostly foodstuffs entered the port 
of Marseilles indicating that if this is allowed 
to continue approximately six. million tons 
would enter unoccupied France in the course 
of a full year. ‘That represonts a very serious 
eak in the blockade, and, if the British seek 
to stop it, they will be’ well within their 
rights, ‘The fact of the matter is that, while 
Vichy is making a great outery, asking Britain 
for supplies of food, these imports passing 
through Marseilles are largely devoted to the 
purposes of the enemy. 

‘Apart from the fact that the Vichy Govern- 
ment is completely under the influence of 
the Germans, there is also to be taken into 
consideration’ the enmity for Great Britain 
which Admiral Darlan has evinced. He may 
be more honest in hls political concepts than 

but the fact does remain that his 
Hesility to the former lly ‘of his country 
is such that he would go considerable lengths 
to provent Ser winning the war, even though 
that would undoubtedly miean’ the ultimate| 
rulnation of France, and her final and com- 
plete subjection to German domination. Much 
has been said of the permission given by 
Great Britain for the passage of two ship-' 











of wheat to Vichy which preceded that per- 
mission, was in fact part of a barter transac 
tion in’ return for which Germany was to 
receive portions of the cargoes at present 
being imported through Marseilles. Mr. 
Dalton states that Vichy’s omission to dis- 
close details of this transaction do not re- 
dound to Vichy's credit. ‘That is a typical 
understatement which could be’ phrased in 
much stronger terms. 

The revictualling of unoccupied France 
from the French Empire could undoubtedly 
bbe permitted if it could be definitely assured 
that Germany would not in any way benefit 
therefrom. ‘The dictates of ordinary hum- 
anity would require it. But the evidence is 
growing in volume that the Vichy Govern- 
ment is actively engaged in such collaboration 
with Germany as is designed to affect the 
‘eMicicney of the British blockade, and, there- 
by, tend to prolong the war. ‘That has been 
made quite plain in the latest statement 
issued by the Ministry of Economic Warfare 
in'which it is asserted that the Vichy authori- 
ties are foreed to take every measure in 
connection with the German and Italian war 
efforts, "importing in consultation with the 
enemy goods from the colonies, and allowing 
large quantities of these goods to reach the 
‘enemy, sending cargoes direct to Ttalian ports 
in French ships, and allowing French ships! 
to trade with the occupied zone. 

It still remains to be seen what decisions 
will be reached as a result of the negotiations 
which are still proceeding between Washing- 
fon and Whitehall. ‘The exigencies of war 
necessitate that Britain should be able to 
exercise full belligerent rights against _un- 
‘occupied France. There is on the other hand 
a very natural desire that the sufferings of 
the French people shall be reduced to a 
minimum, But the fact is that Vichy is 
doing that which must tend to alienate a 
very real sympathy, and at the same time 
help to postpone her own liberation. If the 
government of unoccupied France ‘were in- 
deed a free agent, which most surely it is 
not, the problem would be entirely different 
and possibly much easier of solution. Such, 
however, is not the case, and if, ultimately, 
the British Government decides to insist upon 
the rights of search and control, it will be 
perfectly proper for it to do so, and will 
indeed be following a practice which France 
herself has adopted in all her wars. ‘There 
ean consequently be no support for the Vichy 
contention that the blockade of unoccupied 
France is pointless, unjust and illegal, 





BENGHAZL 


April 5. 

‘While the British evacuation of Benghazi 
will have come as something of a surprise 
to most observers there is nothing about it 
which need be regarded as particularly 
alarming at the present moment. Following 
its fall ‘it was believed that General Sir 
Archibald Wavell_ would venture on. into 
‘Tripolitania and destroy the remnants of 
‘Marshal Graziani’s armies. ‘But that ex- 
ectation was not fulfilled, and for reasons 
which were made plain only a few days ago. 
After the British entry into Benghazi and the 
Dushing of light outposts further south, it 
‘will be remembered that General Wavell was 
able to detach a considerable proportion of 
his forces, and transport them a thousand 
miles across the Sudan to participate in the| 
general onslaught upon the Italians in north~ 
east Africa, Since then large numbers 
of British troops have been sent to Greece, 
variously estimated by the enemy at from 
70,000 to 200,000. ‘These two transferences 
‘were made possible by the almost complete 
destruction of the Italian army in Libya, and 
it would be more than a little surprising if 
General Wavell had kept in Libya much more 
than a mere holding force. 

In the meantime the Germans, in what. 
strength it is not at present known, have 
‘managed to get troops and material ‘across 
the Mediterranean, for the purpose of stiffen~ 
ing the remainder of the Italian army, and 
it is more than likely that the light British 
forces holding Libya have for the moment 
‘again been faced with superiority in numbers 
1s it was when Marshal Graziani made his 
original attempt to invade Egypt. Should 
this indeed prove to be the case, it will be 
no cause for surprise if General Wavell 
decides (o withdraw even further before the 
German advance, for the more he falls back 
upon his original bases the stronger. must 
he become, and the weaker the enemy. Should 
he in fact do so, he will simply be choosing 
his own ground where he will fight,—namely 
the desert, warfare in which is so eminently 
his specialty. It remains to be seen whether 
the German mechanized troops will prove 
any better adapted for that form of fighting 
than were the Italians, though there is every 
reason to believe that the German mechanized 
‘units are much superior to those which the 
Italians used in Libya. 

Tt has been stated that the number of Ger- 
‘mans in northern Africa has not been ascer- 
tained. That numbers of them succeeded in 
crossing the Mediterranean is largely due 
to the dificulty of keeping a blockade of the 
‘Libyan and Tripolitanian coast,—which can’ 
Quickly be reached across the narrowest part 
of that sea,—by means of a navy based either 
on Alexandria or Gibraltar. ‘The possibility 
of the enemy being able to keep up a steady

trickle of reinforcements between Sicily and 


northern Africa cannot be disregarded, but 
the recent heavy defeat of the Italian Mect, 
and the substantial reduction in the number 
Of effective. vessels, should permit of the 
British navy keeping a much closer eye on 
that coast than at any time since hostilities 
first commenced. It is doubtful in the ex- 
treme whether the combined German and 
Italian -forees will ever again reach the 
numbers which Marshal Graziani originally 
hhad.at his disposal, for the naval situation 
in the Mediterranean has undergone a pro- 
found change since the time when he was 
pleading for those + reinforcements which 
Mussolini either could'nt oF would not send 

‘What the Germans are bent on doing is to 
prevent as far as possible Great Britain send 
ing substantial forces into the Balkans, but 
whether they will suceced or not stil remains 
to be seen. It may be taken for certain that 
General Wavell who is now choosing his own 
battleground, will retake the initiative when 
it suils him as he did in the case of Marshal 
Graziani, and there necd be no occasion for 
surprise if he falls back further than he has 
already done: As it has been pointed out, in 
desert” warfare it is the loss of men, and 
materials which matter rather than the loss 
of local territory, and it may easily prove to 
be the case that the Battle will swing back- 
wards and forwards in northern Atrica before 
a final decision is reached. 











SABOTAGE CHECKED 
. April 5. 

‘The attempts at sabotage in enemy ships 
lying in north and south American harbours, 
Which has led to their being seized in the 
United States and Mexico as well as other 
countries may be regarded as significant of 
the manner in which the Germans and the 
Talians expect the war to develop. They 
‘quite clearly anticipate that sooner or Jater 
they will have forced the United States into 
the war, and the sabotaging was obviously 
intended to render the vessels unfit for 
service in the event of seizure. Swift action 
by the Government of the United States has 
to a large extent foiled the plans. of the 
‘enemy, and there is a possibility that 
‘Washington will decide to confiscate the ships 
which are now under guard. Both Italy and 
Germany have demanded that the vessels 
shall be handed back, and while Washington 
has not up to the present replied, it, may’ 
be taken for granted that this demand will 
be refused. Responsible States do not as 
a rule take such steps with any intention 
of nullifying them the next moment. 

‘The second note of protest which both Ger= 
many and Ialy have delivered is reported 
to contain a legalistic contention which is by 
no means uninteresting, It is argued that 
When President Roosevelt invoked the 
wartime espionage act under which the 
vessels were seized, he failed to include a 
section which makes it a crime for aliens to 
sabotage their own craft in American ports. 
Xf there were any such omission it ean easily 
be rectifed, but it was clearly the duty of 
the President to take action to prevent 
steps which might have led {othe 
‘efficiency of the various harbours being 
impaired by the enemy action in. seeking] 
to render useless or destroy. thelr ships, 
It is quite conceivable that adroitly scuttled 
feraft in American harbours might create no 
end of inconvenience for weeks at a time, 
and there can be no doubt about it that, if 
by such a step the enemy could hinder the 
transportation of war material to Great 
Britain, they would make no bones about 
doing s0, with or without a declaration of war 
‘against the United States. - The knavish tricks 
fof the enemy have been frustrated by the 
swift action of the United Slates Govern 
ment. Hence all the indignation in Rome 
and Berlin. 

‘But if the Germans and Talian have been 
seeking to sabotage their ships in the United 
States, they have succeeded in doing so in 
‘Venezucla the Government of which shas 
‘been obliged to take firm action, while it is 
reported that Brazil will follow suit, In Peru 
and Chile the Germans appear to have follow- 
fed a somewhat different line. At Callao when 
the authorities sought to prevent two German 
vessels from leaving the port, the captains set 
fire to them. Two others, which managed to 
feet away before the Peruvian authorities 
facted, have been found ablaze on the high 
seas. This piclure of the mercantile flects 
belonging to the enemy committing suicide 
in this manner, following the scuttling pre- 
cedent set by the Admiral Grat Spee is a 
singular one. Furthermore it is interesting. 
‘The desperation of the enemy is such that 
{they will go to any length to prevent if pos~ 
sible their bottoms falling into hands of 
(Governments which are in. sympathy with 
‘the Democracies engaged in the present 
struggle. Even though it is perfectly legal 
{for any Government to take over such vessels 
upon the payment of proper compensation, 
Hitler and Mussolini would rather see the 
‘whole of their mercantile marine destroyed 
than ‘have it serve their opponents. 

‘The attempts of the enemy Press to Sustity 
{his sabotage are as. usual amusing. The 
“Deutsche Diplomatische Politische | Kor~ 
respondenz” after denouncing the American 
seizure as an “act of gangsterdom"—incident~ 
ally it might be remarked that Hitler is an 
authority on that subject—the paper goes 





‘on to claim that the action of the ships 
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crews “merely constituted measures to pre= 
vent illegal misuse of their own ships to 
the enemy's advantage.” If the Germans 
really believe that they can legally interfere 
with the proper working of another nation’s 
harbours by destroying their ships taking 
refuge in thein it is indicative of that men= 
tality which has led them so frequently and 
so brutally to ignore the doctrines of inter- 
national Iaw as they have done. Even it 
international law did support their view, 
which is denied, they aYe now surely the 
last people who could with justice seek resort 
to it. ‘They have broken it far too often, 





M. EGAL’S “ARREST” 
Aprit 7. 

‘There is a local aspect to the case of M. 
‘Egal, who was suddenly removed from his 
residence on Saturday morning, and is now 
detained on a French gunboat in the Whang- 
poo, which is of considerable importance, to 
all Shanghai, Despite the fact that a French 
consular court operates in Shanghai it is 
earned that the French navy appears to 
have intervened in its jurisdiction, in a man 
ner which completely traverses ‘usages es 
tablished for nearly a century in Shanghai, 
It any warrant were issued at all, it cer: 
tainly was not submitted for counter-signé 
ture by the Belgian authorities, a proceeding 
rendered necessary because of the fact that 
the apartment house in which M, Egal re- 
sides is Belgian-owned, Without the declara~ 
tion of martial law it is doubtful in the 
extreme if the French Navy or Army could 
have embarked upon any such proceedings in 
say Indo-China or any other French colony, 
thereby assuming the functions of courts al 
ready in existence, and the conclusion to be 
drawn is that the whole affair smacks of 
such iMlegality that it is no better than any 
other political kidnapping of which Shanghai 
has already seen too many. 

Shanghai throughout its existence has 
proved an asylum for all types of political 
thinking, and in this respect the authorities 
of the French Concession have been just as 
iberal as those in control of the Internation~ 
al Settlement, It is an unhappy fact that at 
present there is a great division of opinion 
‘between those Free Frenchmen who desire 
to remain loyal to the cause for the defence 
of which thelr country took up arms in 1939, 
and those who support the Vichy Govern 
ment. But it is necessary to remember that 
[they are all still Frenchmen, still entitled to 
that liberty which is one of the watchwords 
of their great nation, ‘To indulge in such a 
practice as was witnessed on Saturday is to 
‘deny that freedom by an action fraught with 
Megality, and to establish a most unfortunate 
precedent. What {s going to happen if the 
various foreign communities of Shanghai in 
which there may be differences of opinion 
fare to witness the various parties Ikidnap- 
ping each others’ leaders? ‘The question once 
put, reveals the potential dangers which such 
conduct as that under review must inevit- 
ably invoke, 

Regarding the whole affair from a purely 
Jocal point of view, it is difficult to perceive 
any difference whatever between the foreible 
removal of M. Egal to the French gunboat, 
and any of the many political kidnappings 
which have occursed. If M. Egal has offend- 
led against any Jaw administered by the 
French Consular Court, surely the proper 
remedy can be-obtained by prosecuting him 
in the manner prescribed by law. ‘There has 
most certainly been no announcement of the 
imposition of martial law, by the French 
authorities in the Concession, and no question 
fof the Court having been superseded in such 
‘a manner. It is reported that there is very 
considerable indignation in French and other 

‘les over what has happened. ‘That in- 
dignation arises from various causes, but 
there is certainly ground from the ‘local 
aspect for condemning an action which ought 
never to have been taken. 

Tt may very well be that what has occurred 
fs the result of the enthusiasm for their cause 
which animated those concerned to act in 
the way they did. That is no excuse what- 
ever. If intolerance is to be carried to such 
jextremes Shanghai may find itself in a 
grave situation, What is of the greatest im- 
portance in such trying days as these is that 
everyone should seek to maintain order 
‘and it is intolerable that any section, no mat- 
ter how good they believe thelr cause to be, 
should behave in a manner which endangers 
the peace and good order of the foreign areas 
Jot Shanghai. The only means of curing the 
present state of affairs with regard to the 
case of M, Egal is that he should be handed 
over to the jurisdiction from which he should 
never have been removed, and that it charges 
are to be preferred against him, they should 
be investigated by the proper tribunal, It is 
only by some such method that the status of 
the French Consular Court and the rule of 
law can be vindicated, for it is quite apparent 
that the kidnapping of M, Egal is completely 
lawless. 























BALKAN ALTERNATIVES 


April 7. 

After the passage of eight days sinco the 
coup d'état in Yugoslavia, the Nazis, who 
really ought to know, consider that their rela- 
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tions with that country are so critical that 
‘they could scarcely grow worse. “Diplomatic 
‘contact between Belgrade and Berlin has prac~ 
tically ceased, while Yugoslavia has up tothe 
present failed to give that declaration of policy 
‘regarding the Axis concerning which Berlin 
hhas already made enquiries. In the meantime 
the familiar German technique is being fol- 
lowed in order to work up a case justifying 
in Nazi eyes, though not in those of the rest 
of the world, a contemplated attack upon the 
Yugoslavs. ‘The old, old stories of atrocities 
inflicted upon Germans are being broadcast 
freely, and in this connection it is interesting 
to note that the fact that they are lies is ex- 
posed by the German Consul-General at 
Ljubljana who characterizes the stories 
coming from, Slovenia as “false and baseless.” 
“T have been able to verify on the spot in 
the places mentioned by the radio that they 
fave all lies," he adds. ‘That official is_ob- 
viously qualifying for a coneentration camp 
as one of those quaint Nazi officials who 
‘apparently have some regard for the truth. 

‘Thus with all the atavistic processes of 
savagery, the Nazis have been dancing their 
war dance, shrieking their songs of hate, and 
generally working themselves into a martial 
fury against the time when they may throw 
‘their forces against the Yugoslavs. ‘They 
could indeed have been another part of Hit- 
ler’s famous war of nerves, in an attempt to 
induce the new Yugoslav Government which 
‘has not yet denounced the signature of its pre- 
decessor to the Tripartite Pact, but which 
was apparently not prepared fo read into 
that document all that Hitler wished. Hitler 
would have preferred, if at all possible to 
ereate a schism in Yugoslavia as a result of 
‘which the path might be cleared for the xe~ 
turn to power of a Government more amen- 
able to his will, but as the majority of the 
Yugoslavs treastre their freedom and ter- 
ritorial integrity he would have considerable 
aiMiculty in attaining his ends. Undoubtedly 
amongst the Croats German influence is still 
prevalent, but with the Montenegrins and the 
Serbs who fought against Germany in the 
last war, there is still the same hatred pre- 
vailing, and to bend them to Hitler's desires 
would indeed prove a difficult job. 

‘The prospects of his falling to achieve that 
end were definitely favourable. It would seem, 
therefore, that Hitler was left with the choice 
of two alternatives, one to launch an attack 
on Yugoslavia immediately, or to revert to 
What appeared to be his original plan of 
proceeding'to attack Greece through Bulgaria, 
In considering the latter it must always be 
taken into account that Hitler had hoped to 
get Yugoslavia in on his side before he em- 
barked upon any such risky attempt, and 
the failure to do s0 renders any move against 
Greece even more dangerous than before 
Yugoslavia acted in the way she did. ‘To 
have a hostile Yugoslavia on the flank of the 
armies invading Greece - would indeed be 
hazardous and the indications were that Hit- 
Jer would either have to come to a good un- 
derstanding with the new Yugoslav Govern- 
mont or attempt to subdue the country with 
which he is now reported to be at war, 

Hitler instead of choosing one of the sug- 
tested two alternatives has, judging from the 
reports to hand, decided to embark on two 
adventures at once, namely, to invade both 
Yugoslavia nd Greece simultaneously, ‘The 
den behind the scheme is apparently to pre= 
vent, by Keeping the Greek and British forces 
occupied, much support from the last-named 
going to Yugoslavia, Whether he succeeds 
or not remains to be scen, though it should 
not be Impossible to give Yugoslavia assis 
anee in the air by using Yugoslav ba 
bringing British machines within comfort~ 
able striking distance of the German forces. 
At the same time it needs to be remembered 
that by this latest development Hitler is 
committed to something which he has always 
desired to avoid, namely fighting on two 
fronts and he may yet have reason to repent 
his recent mancouvtes which has brought that 
necessity about. That he will do his utmost 
to force a quick decision before more British 
troops can be sent into the Balkans may be 
taken for granted, but it is also sure that he

HITLER’S NEW WAR

In his apologia for extending the war to 
Yugoslavia _and Greece Hiller runs true to 
form, and for the greater part of his order 
to the German forees, he might just as well 
have used his statement issued on the eve of 
the invasion of Poland with merely a change 
of name, “It contains all the usual Ties, to- 
gether with a certain amount of abuse. 
Hitler's main theme is that his hand has been 
foreed by the action of the British in sending 
troops to Greece. ‘The truth is that months 
before that happened he was preparing for 
this present onslaught in the Balkans. His 
very negotiations with Yugoslavia were pre- 
cisely for that purpose. ‘The overrunning of| 
Rumania and Bulgaria was devoted towards 
the same end. And yet he bleats the usual 
turgid nonsense of Britain being the greatest 
warmonger of all time, when his hands drip 
with the blood of countless thousands of un-

the present have toa large extent become 
serious lablities, Large forees are required to 
maintain a watch over the long coastline from 
the north of Norway to the Spanish border. 
Others are required {0 Keep order in’ the 
tountries the German armies have overrun, 
Still. more are massed along. the Russo- 
Rumanian border, obviously with the pur- 
pose of maintaining a continual threat against 
the: Soviets, 

Finally he has commenced a new campaign | 
in’ which -he is faced. with approximately 
2,000,000 Greeks, Yugoslavs and British im- 
perial forces. They will be greatly assisted 
by. the nature of the terrain over which Hit- 
Jet's armies will sec fo advance.

When New York and even London 
fare reduced to quoting Berlin radio in support | 
of their news items, it is obvious that some-| 
thing is radically wrong with the news facili- 
ties ‘of the other side. This, of course, 1s) 
part of the German plan. The Nazis have 
never overlooked the importance of getting] 
their say in first Often their say has been 
proved to be false from the beginning to the| 
end; but they kave managed to convey an 
impression which it has proved difficult, atsd| 
sometimes impossible, wholly to eradicate. 
It is thus obvious that when they attack a 
small country such as Yugoslavia, with no| 
other pretext than that Yugoslavia has re~| 
fused to bow the knee, they can tell the| 
‘world just what they like about the motives: 
‘and progress of the campaign, without the| 
world's being informed of the other side of] 
the pieture. ‘This is-again the -importance 
of which cannot be glossed over. It is an| 
advantage which should be counter-acted | 
with all speed by the Allied forces who are| 
now defending the independence and freedom | 
of that small neck of the world.

‘on the opinion of the general public. On each 
occasion a pretext has been created which 
the people about to be attacked have not had 
the facilities to answer. In the Abyssinian 
campaign the Italians were able to broadcast 
horrible stories of Ethiopian atrocities trom 
stations in Italy and others in Italian East 
Africa—or what was then Italian East Africa, 
In view of the geographical unimportance of 
the Abyssinian empire and the fact that con- 
ditions within it were generally unknown in 
‘the western world, the impressions of back- 
wardness and savagery which the Italians 
wished to convey, were put over with some 
success. There. were books published with 
pictures of primitive, “eye-for-an-cye” 
punishments favoured by the Abyssinians; 
there were lectures and broadcasts on slavery, 
as it existed in the Ethiopian wilds; there 
were stories of the most ghastly happenings 
which were swallowed by that part of the 
civilized population of ‘the globe which did 
not know any better than to classify the 
Ethiopian of today along with the ‘“fuzzy- 
‘wuzzy" whom Kipling made notorious. The 
result was that the sympathy of the common 
‘man in the street was doubtful; he appreciated | 
the effects of the violation of the most im- 
portant item in the creed of the free man—| 
his right to determine what sort of govern- 
ment he preferred—but at the same time 
there was a doubt cast upon his ability to 
choose what was good for him, which caused 
many persons to hesitate before wholly con- 
demning the aggression which had been per- 
petrated against him. 

‘To a different and to a less extent, a some- 
what similar argument applies in modern 
warfare. The side which can cripple the 
other's means of telling the outside world 
what is going on has gained a definite suc- 
cess. And some such success seems to have| 
‘been won by the Nazis in their present Bal- 
Kans campaign. As to the justice of the Yugo- 
slavian cause: there can be not the slightest| 
doubt, But the Nazis have shown too fre- 
quentiy in the last eighteen months that it| 
is not always that justice will. immediately’ 
triumph. By exaggerating their successes| 
while preventing their enemies from telling| 
anything about their successes, they have 
managed to create the bogey of German in 
vineibility. For it is only a bogey. Though | 
the Nazis’ may have been able to convince 
themselves that they were ‘stabbed in the| 
back in the last war, nothing can alter the| 
fact that they were fairly and squarely beaten 
{in the fleld of battle, and that they can and 
will be beaten again. ‘This legend of in 
vineibility is one of the Nazis’ most important 
assets. ‘Their opponents may well be beaten 
even before the battle is joined, if they really 
believe it. It is thus important for countries | 
gallantly ‘standing up for thelr own rights 
against the slave system which the Nazis wish | 
to employ, that they should be able, equally| 
‘as the Nazis, to give their points of view, 
{heir “versions of the happenings at the 
front.

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Invasion Still Possible 


It is just, os well that, in the midst of a 
brillant seties of successes, the British people 
[should be reminded, as they have been, that 
a Nazi invasion is still a possibility, Opinion 
is almost unanimous that an attempt by the 
Nazlg would prove most costly and that the 
‘chances of suecess-aro so very much against 
‘them, that the German ‘High Command may 
decide that the attempt is ‘not worth while. 
‘There are certain incalculable factors, however, 
to be taken Into consideration when weighing 
the chances of the future in this war whieh 
did not exist in the last. And the greatest of 
them in the hypnotic Influence that the leading 
Nazls' appear to exercise over the German 
People, which might be enough to reconcile 
them to any venture, no matter “how. rash: 
and the fact that the Nazlg are led by a man 
‘who is on. the fringe of outright madness. 
Sir Alan. Brooke, the commander-in-chief of 
the Brilish Home Forees, in his latest warning 
remarked that the “next atlempt"—was there 
then a first one?—would probably be by sea- 
borne and alr-borne troops; which, considering 
that Britain is an. island’ stil, seoms to. be 
indisputable. Tt iy known, however, that the 
Nazis have Yong been experimenting in the 
air transportation of troops, guns and even 
Hanks, and though-air experis are inclined to 
be sceptical over the success of these exper! 
ments, there is Just the possibility that. they 
have evolved something which might cause a 
temporary” surprise, ‘The Air, Correspondent 
‘of the “Manchester Guardian” recently dis 
cussed the possibility of a flying fank or an 
aeroplane which can carry a tank successfully, 
It will be remembered that the Nazis were 
‘sald fo possess planeo of this deseription during 
‘thelr “invasion of the Low Countries, | but 
nothing has since been heard of them.” This 
encourages the belief that these flying tanks 
were simply another product of the, fev 

imagination which gripped the world during 
those heelle days. ‘The correspondent quoted 
‘believes that such tank-earrying: planes would 
be able to land only on specially prepared 
aerodromes and would be very vulnerable 
While in flight. ‘Thus use could only be made 
of them atter the Invaders had. secured a 
“tridge-head” in the British Isles. In spite 
‘of the improbability of the use of such 
weapons, the British General Staff is taking 
the precautions against them which it deems 
necessary, and any chance of a surprise trom 
this quarter may therefore be ruled out.

Chinese Armies in North 


Pacification Auxiliary Troops Organized 
And Trained by Japanese Officers © 


Peiping, Mar. 29. 


TER the serious mutinies in the vicinity of Peiping early last 


winter, the Chinese auxiliary troops, which the Japanese 





been raising and training in north’ China under the name of Paci- 
fication army, fell rather into disrepute, and one heard little about 


their doings for several months. 


In recent days, however, stories of their “prowess in the field” 


have been creeping into the Chinese papers again. 


And an in- 


teresting article on the organization of these armies recently ap- 
peared in a local Japanese newspaper, from which a laige part of 


the following account is taken. 


‘There are two main armies of 
Chinese (allied or puppet, whichever 
view one happens to take) troops 
in north China’ today. One of them, 
under the control of the Pelping ré- 
gime, is generally known as the 
North China Pacification Army, Its 
Commander-in-Chiet is Gen. Chi 
Hsieh-yuan, who is also head of the 
Paeifleation Affairs Commission. 
‘The other main group is under the 
control of Nanking and is known os 
the Peace and National Salvation 
Army, with headquarters at Kaifeng 
sin Honan, and is commanded by Gen. 
Hu Yuekun, who was formerly a 
‘general in, the Northeastern Army. 


‘Three Different Armies 

‘The North China Pacifteation Army 
consists of three different armies: 

‘The North China Police Fighting 
Corps, which was originally composed. 
Of the first Chinese troops to be re- 
eruited by the Japanese at the very 
deginning of the invasion of north 
China, It is part of the reorganized 
Peace Preservation Corps of East 
Hopei, which mutinied and massacred 
many’ Japanese at Tungenow in 1937. 
Iti now under, the command of 
Liewt.-Gen, Wang Tieh-hstang, who in 
turn takes his orders from Gen. Chi 
Hsieh-yuan. This corps numbers 
several thousand and provides gar 
isons at Changping, Miyun, and’ 
several other hsien towns in north- 
eastern Hopes, 

‘Second is the so-called Anti-Com- 
‘munist Army, which is recruited from 
the bandits and frregulars, who ori- 
ginally surrendered to the Japanese 
army in the course of its southward 
‘advance along the railways in 1937 
‘ond 1938, ‘These forces, divided into 
numerous groups, each with its own 
Japanese advis Ine 
‘dependent and 
‘ants of the districts in which they 
‘were stationed. 


Reorganizing Local Troops 


‘The Pacifleation Commission of the 
Polping government had a lot of 
trouble in eliminating and reorganiz= 
ing these numerous local armies. 
‘They were finally reorganized as 1 
Anti-Communist Army and divided 
into three Route Armies, consisting 
of three regiments each,’ under the 
command of a former notorious ban- 
it chief. “Tho Pirst Route Army is 
stationed in northern Shantung, the 
Second in southern Hopel, and the 
‘Third in western Shantung. 

‘The third oF Peace Maiiitonance 
‘Army is regarded os the orthodox 
‘army and is the eream of the Chinese 
puppet forces in north China. Its 
Grganization was started in October 
1939 under the supervision of the 
Japanese army authorities and the 
Japanese gendarmerie, About 19,000 
hhien wore enlisted, more or less com= 
pulsorily, from the larger cities and 
istrict towns and formed into three 
corps and two regiments, which are 
stationed at Peiping, Paoting, salp~ 
ing (eastern Hopei), Tientsin and 
‘Tsinan. 

‘Aller a year's training, they have 
been employed to fight the Reds 
since November 1949. In the same 
month the Pacitication Commission 
started a second enlistment and 
formed a. fresh army of fourteen 
Fegiments of between 30,000 and 40,000 
‘men. ‘These regiments are still un 
dergoing training in different places| 
under Japanese officers, 


Since it has been employed in se~ 
tive operations in the field, the Peace 
‘Maintenance Army, according to oM- 
lal accounts, to the number of 9,700. 
hhas been in’ action on 50 occasions. 
when it has altogether inflicted a loss 
of 150 killed and taken 75 prisoners. 
(These figures have a strange alt of 
“truth about them, Such a small tally 
of killed and prisoners for 50 actions 
would scem to confirm the report 
that in the majority of cases where 
they have come into contact with 
the enemy, these troops have either 
deserted 10 the enemy or have run 
away, unless supported by Japanese 
troops). 


National Salvation Army 


‘the other Main Army, the Peace 
and National Salvation Army (of 

















Nanking), which has-its headquarters 
at Kaifeng has a curious history. Tt 
Was originally ereated owing to. the 
political schemes of Licut.-Gen. Doi- 
era, who wanted to bring back 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu into the political 
life of north China. and for this pur- 
ose wanted to provide him with a 
military organization of his own. “He 
therefore forced the government to 
‘tablish a so-called Pacifieation Com 
missioner’s office at Kaifeng. Gen. Hu 
Yurkun was sent there to organize 
‘an army of a few thousand men, of 
which Marshal Wu was to assume 
command, He, however, refused to 
come in with the Japanese and died 
‘von afterwards. 


Its original purpose having failed, | J 


this embryo army (no doubt owing 
to the usual jealousies among the 
different Japanese military cliques) 
was no longer wanted by the Pelping 
government, which was under the 
thumb of the Japanese North China 
Garrison, It was, therefore, offered 
to Wang Ching-wel, who just about 
that time, was setting up his central 
government in Nanking. He accepted 
the offer gladly and reorganized it 
under the name of Paeifcation and 
National Salvation Army. It was 
‘enlarged to between 30,000 and 40,000 
men and organized as three Army 
Corps, which were stationed at Kai- 
feng, 'Kweiteh and Hsuchow along. 
the Lung-Hal Railway. Honan is thus 
polit{cally under the control of the 
horth China Government, which ap- 
Foints the provinelal governor, but 
militarily under the control of 
Nanking. Not that this latter fact is 
of any great importance, seeing that 
the real masters of the province are 
the Japanese commands which belong 
to the North China Garrison. 


Boyeotted by Authorities 


‘A. pretty example of this stark 
reality was provided only quite re- 
cently. In January Wang Ching-wel 
appointed Gen. .Liu Yu-fen as Head 
‘of the Kaifeng Pacification Commis 
sion. When he arrived at Kaifeng, 
not ‘only was he boycotted by the 
authorities there, but the local popu- 
Tace—doubtless at’ the instigation of 
the governor, Chen Chin-chai, and 
his Japanese advisers—staged demon- 
stratfons outside Liu's headquarters, 
shouting “Honan for the Honanese!"” 
ind “Kaifeng belogs to the people 
of north China!" General Liu saw, 
which way the wind was blowing: 
‘and so there was nothing for him to 
do, but to proceed to Peiping to 
joblain their confirmation of his ap- 
Lointment, After a series of talks 
with Wang Yi-tang and the Japanese 
miliary leaders a compromise was 
arrived at, whereby his office in Kai- 
feng in future, while nominally under 
the control of Nanking, will take its 
erders from Pelping.

Although fully realizing the dimeul- 
Mies in which they and the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil find themsel 
the present moment, Chinese rate 
payer cireles voice opposition to the 
Rew ratio of distribution of the Coun 
cll seats among the various nationals 
concerned, asserting that the new ar- 
rangement as announced by Mr. G.

occupiers of property and owner-occupiers and inequalities arising

It is generally agreed among the 
Chinese here that, like the rice situa- 
tion, the seriousness of the coal ball 
situation has also reached a climax 
‘and it is alleged by the ‘Chinese 
press that speculators are very active 
in the coal market, while the auth 
orities are seeking a remedy for im- 
proving the rico situation, ‘Their 
purchasing activities and the’ alleged 
hoarding indulged in by esal_mer= 
chants are said to be chiefly respon- 
sible for the Increase of prices, In 
the face of strong criticisms from 
all Chinese quarters, the Machiue- 
‘made Coal Ball Merchants Association

Some blocks of trade 
marks do not coincide with the prints 
ed trade marks themselves. It Is not 
mentioned whether or not foreign 
merchants trading in occupied di 
Uwiets have registered. 

It is revealed that’ the rogistration 
of trade marks is not limited in the 
occupied areas. Tt is asserted that re- 
istration extends (0 the “whole coun- 
fry” and also to “all foreign coun: 
tries.” ‘Tho registration has boon 
going on for a year and it is admitted, 
that at first only a few merchants ob- 
fained trade mark rights feom the 
new bureau monthly.

Free French Statement 

A statement broadcast over Station 
XCG.DN. last night in connection with 
ithe detention of M. Egal, the Free 
French Movement in Shanghai, was 
as follows: 

“It was reported this morning that 
the leader of the Free French Move- 
ment in Shanghal, M. Egal, hud ‘been 
arrested, This is untrue. M. Egal 
was not ‘arrested. He was kidnapped 
by a French Naval party led by two 
‘oMicers of the local gunboat Francis 
Garnier. ‘They had no warrant for 
his arrest and unlawfully entered the 
premises where M. Eyal was residing 
‘and which are Belgian property. 

“M, Bgal is now being kept a pri- 
soner on board the French gunboat. 
It is rumoured that he will be sent to 
Saigon to be tried by court martial 
there on the preposterous, charge of 
having encouraged desertion in the 
presence of the enemy. 

“Later this morning the Free French 
in Shanghai were discreetly informed 
that It would be to their own benefit 
fo suspend both their radio broadcasts 
‘and the publication of their weekly 
bulletin, 

“The Freo French in Shanghai have 
‘already made it known that they will 
ot submit elther to intimidation or 
to threats, ‘They will carry on with 
thelr present, activities. ‘The only 
difference will be that, while in the 
past they have repeatedly yone out 
of thelr way to show their spirit of 
conciliation towards the Vichy people 
they will now feel compelled to adopt 
asiconger attitude, 

“They have, so far, made’ every con~ 
cession to the supporters of Vichy in 
order to avoid a split in the French 
community in Shanghal, ‘This has 
been taken advantage of by the 
French authorities here {0 launch a 
eampatgn against the De  Gaulliste 
movement In this city, Orders for 
this campaign obviously came trom 
Vichy, although they probably otl- 
ummated in Berlin. 

"Now, that it is considered a crime 
for a Frenchman to fight for his 
country and to proclaim himself 
patriot, the Free French in Shanghai 
feel that they can no longer show 
‘any consideration for the feelings of 
‘the Iocal Vichy clique, whatever the 
consequences may be. 

“The news of M, Egal's kidnapping 
‘was received by the entire Shanghai 
community with anger and contempt 
tokens “of sympathy poured into 
the local De Gaulliste offlees here, 
this afternoon, emanating from mem- 
bers of every’ national community in 
Shanghal where such words as "free. 
dom," "patriotism and “courage” 
have not lost thelr true meaning.

Another statement was issued by

Mortally Wounded

this resulted in C.D.C. 298 concentrat. 
ing his fire on these persons. They 
decamped ina westerly direction 
‘along Connaught Road, but C.D.C. 
298" observed that one’ of the men 
hhad sustained a wound on the lett 
thigh and was limping rather badly, 

Tt was then that C.D.C. 203 went 
to the assistance of C.D.C. 329 and 
found him lying atop the prisoner 
and still pinning him to the pave- 
ment. He told C.D.C. 293 that he 
hhad been wounded, and when the 
latter informed him that he had no 
ammunition eft In his magazine, 
CDC. 329 passed to him his. Issue 
pistol. The prisoner was still strug- 
ling and CDC. 293 seeing that he 
SUL had possession of the Mauser, 
fired two shots at the man who then 
collapsed." ‘The detective and the 
wounded man were conveyed to hor. 
pital where both were found dead 
on arrival. 


Armed Robbery in Hoopeh Road 


At G45 pm. on January 23, three 
‘malo Chinese, two armed with plstole, 
‘entered a shoe shop situated at 285 
Hoopeh Road, intimidated he in- 
‘males and demanded silence. ‘Three 
‘inmates stood on the side while the 
remaining three inmates, stood. be- 
ind the aecountant’s desk, near the 
Fear entrance {9 the shop.” The rob- 
bers stole $250 in cash and two palrs 
of shoes, and were leaving the shop 
when a’ customer entered. He was: 
held up also, ‘but at this point an 
Inmate slipped out of the rear door, 
Passed through the Shanghai New 
Hotel, and informed C:P.C. 1880, who 
was ‘standing at Hoopeh and’ Kiu- 
kkiang Roads, that robbers were on.

CPC. 1880 approached the front 
entrance, observed the two robbers 
standing’ in front of the show ease 
near the entrance, and confirming 
that they were robbers, fired three 
shots, without effect, through the 
lass swing doors. One of the rob- 
bers immediately replied with two 
shots, both without effect. 

The CPC. withdrew out of the 
line of fire, but still covered the 
entrance. The robbers tried to es 
cape through a lodging house en- 
trance two doors away, and CPC, 
1880 observed one of them running 
from the sald entrance, \C.P.C. 1880 
took up the pursuit, fired three mo 
shots (with effect) changed 
‘magazine while running, and observ 
ed that the robber had’ collapsed om 
the northwest pavement of Hoopeh 
and Kiuklang Hoads. Prom his right 
hand, the C-PC. took a 7.05 calibre 
Union Auto Pistol, which contained 
fone round of ammunition.

Rise in Living Costs 
Explained 


‘Stanghai, Apr. 1. 

The drop in exchange ‘rates, in- 
creased overhead expenses and other 
factors were traced by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council as factors con- 
tributing to a rise in the cost 
cf living of foreign residents here in 
March, according {0 a provisional 
index of the cost of living of western 
foreign salaried employees in Shang- 
hha and an index for Chinese resid- 
ents iatued yesterday. ‘The index 
relating {0 foreigners’ stated among, 
other thin 

“The cost of living of foreign re- 
sidents in March reflected the pheno- 
menal rise in costs of rice and coal 
briquettes so essential to Chinese 
living. The psychology of consumers, 
buying on rising prices, induced fur- 
ther price inereases. The situation 
Was analegous to that obtaining in 
‘Muy last year. Additional factors 
‘such as increased labour cost, over- 
head expenses and drops in. foreign, 
exchange rates toward the close of 
the month accelerated price increases 
of all services and commodities. As. 
‘a consequence, the consolidated index 
of cost of living of Western foreign 
salaried employees registered a fur 
ther rice of 7.18 points in the month 
of March. It stood at 212.95 as against 
205.77 for the previous month, The 
index for “Other Nationalities” ad- 
vanced from 206.08 in February to. 
21421 in Mareh; the Russian index 
from 21024 to'217.92; the British 
index from 109.67 to’ 205.41; and 
the American index from 103.15 to. 
190.4. ‘The inereases amounted to. 
8.13, 7.68, 5.74 and 5.69 points respec. 
tively. Of the group indices tor all 
nationalities, the heat index of 223.32 
Fecorded a ‘rise of 16.83 points; the 
food index of 259.15, 1035 points, the 
clothing index of 211.75, 832 points; 
‘and the miscellaneous index of 176.76, | 
3.99 points. “The purchasing power of 
the Chinese dollar was reduced by 
53.04 per cent, as compared with 51.40 
per cent, in February.

Story Unconfirmed

Meet Power Cut 


Shanghai, Apr. 2. 

A few large enterprises here have 
made partial adjustments restricting. 
the number of shifls by one from 
thirteen weekly, eliminating night 
shifls in dyeing’ operations, prolong- 
Ing the lunch hour by half an hour, 
while others have checked motors 
and machinery to do away with 
waste, owing to the curtailment of 
power usage by the Shanghal Mun! 
cipal Council recently, ‘This was 
disclosed in the March’ report of 
the Industrial and social division of 
the Couneil yesterday. 

Dwelling on the juvenile problem 
the report stated that nine, children 
were abandoned and 21 “strayed” 
during the month. Slips of paper 
were pinned to the clothing of three 
of the abandoned children stating 
that, “owing to the rising living 
costs, their parents were unable to 
support them, The majority of the 
children were in thelr “teens, 
Parents and relatives of twelve of 
the children were located after 
considerable effort, 

‘During the month under review 
sixteen “handicapped” children were 
placed in suitable institutions, eleven 
‘were sent to the Institution ‘for the 
Chinese Blind. three to the school 
for deaf and dumb, two who were 
paralysed were seni to St. Joseph's 
Hospice, 

Two hundred and sixteen young 
folks out of 249 in the ‘Beggars’ 
Camp were ‘interviewed by the 
Child, Protection Service on March

Shortage and high price of some 
raw materials is, however, curtailing 
production in some industries, Des- 
pite permits granted to export tallow 
from producing countries, some soap 
Sretorles have found dimeulty in 
obtaining supplies, Vegetable olls 
fare high in price for soap manus 
facturing. Enamelware factories ro- 
corded reduced production owing to 
inability to replace existing stocks 
of sleel biackshect from fofmer 
Fourecs. Manufacturers of tin con- 
fainers report difficulty in. obtaining 
tin plate. Plants manufacturing steol 
re-inforcing bars locally, pressed 
for raw material, are buying boilers 
a scrap: six were broken up during 
Moreh. ‘Though some woollen mills 
have present supplies of raw 
materiais, it Is stated that announced 
curtailment recently instituted of 
exports to the Far East from sources 
will induce reduced production in 
the next three months, 

Cotton mills continued (o be active. 
with a slight decline toward 
close of the month.

‘as {0 tho appearance of the robbers. 
Dut little could be obtained from the 
two mon except for a statement that 
the criminals hod een dressed in 
‘bltie jackets and that they had spoken 
Kompo dialect. 

‘According to the godown keeper. 
two men entered the godown and 
asked if a certain Mx. ‘Teang was 
here, ‘Two more men entered right 
after them and grabbed hold of the 
assistant, while the frst two dragged 
the godown keeper to the back of the 
godown, There they tore some rope 
from ales of cotton and tied the 
mon, Then they gagged him and 
laid’ him on’ his” stomach, warning 
him not to attempt to free himselt 
as they would not hesitate to shoot. 
To make thelr job complete, they 
placed a bale of cotton on his ‘back. 

‘The ‘assistant underwent same 
treatment, but he was tied more 
Joosely and after some time managed 
to struggle free. “He then freed the 
‘other man, who telephoned to the 
general office of the silk firm. ‘The 
police were notified Immediately and 
Investigations were started, 

"At first it was thought that some 
persons were fighting in the godown 
and a. foreign officer was sent to in- 
vestigate, When It was discovered 
that a robbery had been committed: 
two Chinese detective sergeants were 
sent to interrogate the godown 
‘keeper and his assistant, The latter 
could give only a vague description 
of the robbers, saying that they were 
repairing ‘boxes when the criminals 
‘eume in snd that they were hustled 
Into the rear of the godown, tied with 
rope and laid on. thelr stomachs. 
When they had freed themselves, th

Although not absolutely certain, 
detectives yesterday believed that the 
job required either a truek oF a trol 
fey. and that one of there had been 
used to transport the silk, Whether 
the robbers were really ‘armed ot 
hot, was also a mystery, but it was 
thought that they had no-arms,.

‘The strike of workers of coal 
briquette factories “had an ‘adverse| 
result and it was reported yesterday 
that, prices of coal had been in- 
creased. ‘The reason for the increase 
wag sald to be the shortage of ships 
transporting coal to Shanghai. 

Among other disputes made known 
yestorday was one at the French

‘The 
strike was declared a fow days ago 
after the French police had arrested 
two workers for instigating others to 
eat up the foreman of the abattoir 
‘The dispute caused the prices of meat 
to yo up in the Concession and it 
‘was reported that an increase of fit-

‘The employes of the abattoir sub- 
mitted’ demands for an’ inerease of 
wages by 100 per cent, when they 
‘went on strike on April 4.

Negotiations follow- 
fed and the workers Tesumed work on 
Saturday, only to strike again the

New Synagogue 
Opened 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 7. 

Approximately 1.500 members of the 
local’ Jewish community, including 
representatives of all Jewish organtza- 
tions here. attended the special cere- 
‘monies to commemorate the opening 
of the Ohell Moishe Synagogue at the 
Intersection of ‘Route’ Vallon and 
Route Tenant de la Tour yesterday. 
As the new synagogue building has 
capacity for 1,200 persons. several 
hundreds of these who attended had 
to stand outside. The new synagogue. 
which is the first Ashkenaal synagogue 
to be established here. has been in 
construction for a year and will be 
Completed in the next two oF three 
months. 

‘The frst prayers were offered by 
Rabbi M. Ashkenazi, the rabbl of the 
synagogue. In a fervent address he 
lexpressed the hope that from the new 
temple will radiate a ray of the peace 
‘and. goodwill among men so sorely 
needed today and be one among the 
Bumerous places of worship that. will 
bring ultimate salvation to man. 

‘The rabbl’s address was followed 
by those from representatives of a 
umber of loeal Jewish organizations 
here. including that of the president 
of the Jewish Communal Association. 
Another speaker was Mr. J. 
Berkoviteh. a representative of the 
Jewish National Committee for the 
Far East who recently arrived here 
from Harbin specially to attend the 
ceremony. 

‘The frst Moor of the new synagogue 
which will be opened for the Jewish 
Possover services on April 12, and 
which is the third-largest synagogue 
here, was opened by a representative 
of Mr. 8.

Traffic Held Up by 
Armed Robbery

One of the inmates, 
however, managed to escape un 
notieed into the strect. and raised} 
the alarm, bringing a party of 
police. headed by Commandant 1. 
Fabre, Commissioner of the French 
Police, R. Sarly and E, Lombalot, to 
the séene. 

‘The party dashed into the house,| 
but the robbers had by then managed 
to escape with the money. ‘The one 
armed with the hatehet, however, 
lingered longer on thé premises 
and was finally arrested by the} 
police. 

‘AS in the majority of such cases, 
‘a crowd gathered on the strect and| 
this handieapped police action. 
They had to be dispersed and many 
were seen to lose thelr slippers in| 
their slight. 

‘The arrested man was taken to, 
the French police headquarters, but 
his accomplices were still at large 
yesterday. He will face the Second 
Special District Court this morning.

French Police Round 
Up 27 Suspeets

No. less than 27 persons were| 
arrested by -the French police on 
Saturday night and Sunday.mornirg, 
when raids were conducted on the| 
Edward Hotel at 261/10 Rue Welkwel 
by detectives from the Crime Branch 


The first visit to the hotel was 
made at 830 p.m. on Saturday and| 
Fesulted in the arrest of cight men. 
Token to headquarters for question 
ing, the men revealed that more!

tives returned there and apprehended 
nine more persons. 

A third raid on the hotel was made 
at 4 am. yesterday and eight more 
men. were taken into custody.

Terrorists Active in 
French Concession

‘The French Concession ' was’ the 
scene of another terroristic act yes- 
fterday when an unidentified gunman 
[shot ‘and killed two Chinese inside 
Lane 130 of Rue du Consulat 
Jat 8.10 o'clock in the evening, Last 
night's shooting brought the number. 
jot gunmen’s victims in the Conces- 
sion to five since Sunday afternoon. 

Just who the two Chinese were 
[could not be ascertained last night as 
the police failed to find any identifica 
tion papers on them. For the same 
reason, no motive for the erime could 
be given, 

Police investigations on the spot 
revealed that the gunman, or perhaps 
gunmen, had used an’ automatic 
pistol for the “job” as a clip from 
spent bullets revealed. Six or seven 
shots were fired at the two men, all 
{from behind, They died instantan 
lously and were taken to the French 
Municipal mortuary, 

Detectives conducting the ease were 
fat a complete loss over the motive 
for the erime and identity of the two 
Chinese, being unable to find any 
witnessés, who might have thrown, 
jsome light on the affair.

‘The writ, as it stands. 1s entitled 
“, J. Tschurin & Co, Plaintiff, ond

Corporation Defendant.” and purports 
to be s0 entitled in accordance with 
Rule 91 (1) that “any two or more 
persons, claiming or being liable as 
Co-partners. and carrying on business| 
within China, may sue or be sued 
In the name’ of the firms whereof 
they were partners at the time of 
the aceruing of the cause of action. 
(2) When an action is brought in| 
the name of a. firm, and the de- 
fondant desires to know the names 
fof the persons who are co-partners 
in the firm, he may give notice in 
writing to the plainti within three 
Gays after service of the summons 
that he requires sueh names, and 
the plaintift shall forthwith send the 
names and “addresses of the co- 
partners to the defendant ond to the 
Registrar.”

fre of are not out of the jurisdicti 
‘or whether or not they have another 
‘place of business out of the jurisdic 
tion. If they are carrying on business: 
within the jurisdiction in the firm. 
yname they. can be sued as an English. 
firm. and service at thelr English 
place ‘of business ‘on the person 
having the management or control 
ig good service on the firm and its 
partners... If the firm have 19; 
place of business in this country beld 
{In the name of the firm, they do not} 
sarry on business within the Surisdie- 
Yion, and the partners must. sue or| 
be ‘sued individually in. their own 
names and be served as ordinary| 
defendants.” The application of these 
notes solely to cases in England is] 
‘apparent from their language, but} 
they are inserted here as illustrative 
fof the application of rules similar 
to Rule Sl. 

In H, Neotia & Co. v. AS.P. Whites 
Cooper, (NCH. Sept. ‘Gr, p. 542), 
Skinner Turner 3. said: “To decide 
the point raised. it is well to look 
at the rights of persons (o sue at all. 
‘Article 121 of the Order in Council, 
1904, gives the imperative duty that 
a plaintiff must sue “in his own name 
and tot otherwise.” ‘The defendant, 
therefore, on receipt of a writ in a 
firm's name, is entitled to know who 
is the real’ plainti(® and he makes 
his application for. this information| 
under Rule 91 result of this 
shows him who are the real plaintiffs, 
Tt might then be open to him to 
‘make application to the Court 0 set 
the writ aside or have It amended, 
by adding the partners’ names. But| 
in ‘order to. Ret away from the 
‘obvious inconvenience “which would 
be caused by this, Rule 7 allows 
joinder of plaintiffs and Rule 91 
allows partners carrying on business| 
in China to use the name of the 
firm in their writ And to prevent 
further inconvenience arising, from 
noncompliance with the Order in 
Counell (21), it is tald down that, 
‘even after disclosure of the real 
plaintiffs’ names, the action shall 
proceed in the name of the firm. It) 
{g clear. however. that their use of| 
the name is a matter of convenience 
it does not affect the legal 
Fights of the parties.” And the 
Tearned Judge elted authority in the 
language of Farwell, LJ., in Sadler 
v, Whiteman, 191, 1” KB. 868, 
(quoted with approval by the Court 
of Criminal Appeal in Rex v. Holden, 
1912, 1 KB. 489), where the learned 
‘Lord Justice said: “the firm's namo 
ig a mere expression, not a legal 
entity, although, for convenience 
under Order 48A" (the Order dealing| 
with suits by rms in England) ‘it 
‘may be used for the sake of suing 
‘and being sued." The requirements! 
‘of both Rule 91 and rule 1 of Order: 
448A appear to be substanually ident- 
feal In’ themselves, namely. that the| 
two or more persons should be! 
carrying on business in co-partnership 
within the jurisdiction at the timo| 
of the action, and so may suc in the 
‘name of the firm of which they were 
co-pariners at the time when the 
cause of action accrued: but both 
rules are obscure in their language 
and appear to admit of more than 
‘one interpretation. 

SuMlclently intelligible for our 
‘guidance when studied in conjunction 
With the Rules of the Supreme Court, 
1883, are those comprised in Rule 
73 as to amendments and errors. By 
Rule 73 (1D. (i). the Court may at 
any time order or allow any amend 
ment of any pleading or other docu= 
ment; by sub-Rule 2 no action or 
proceeding “shall be treated by’ the 
Court as invalid on account, of any 
technical error or mistake inform 
or in words. And by Rule 61 no| 
action shall be defeated by reason 
of the mis-joinder or non-joinder of 
parties, and the Court may in ony,

“icicked him when he was in trouble,” 
he declared that a Mr. Chisholm had 
given him a "Rush Act” 18 months 
‘ago for $100, for which he sald he 
still held an 1.0.U, He was given 18 
months on the first three counts and 
‘one month on each of the other | 
counts, the sentence to run concur 
rently. 

“L have been painted by the former 
prosecuting attorney and the press as 
a very hardened criminal,” Riley 
declared, and went on to say that they 
had associated him with machine 
guns and gaol-breaking and that 
people here were entirely ignorant of | 
his life except the worst side of it, He 
deni Mig act Jn, dummolng hs 
U.S $254 iL as a foolish act. On 
the advice of his counsel he had 
pleaded guilty to the gambling 
charges, 

Referring to the report that he had 
escaped from prison in Oklahoma 
after serving two of a 25 year sen- 
tence for ‘con-joint robbery, he 
asserted that he was convicted purely 
on circumstantial evidence, Later on 
he described how he became an un- 
‘wilting {ool in the hands of the ac~ 
tual participants in the robbery who 
had engaged him to drive a car to 
the scene of the crime and who 
escaped while he alone was arrested, 

Reverting to the question of his 
American “citizenship, he told the 
court that he went to the American 
Consulate in 1932 to swear an aMdavit, 
that he was an American, ax he was 
‘desirous of returning to “America to 
clear up the Oklahoma affair, but the 
authorities would not permit him to 
go. He admitted that he was unable 
to give them his right name. He had 
‘even gone the length of making pre 
parations (0 have a retrial of his case 
in Oklahoma. 

Talking of slot machines, Riley sald 
he had received them in parts through 
the Customs and Post Olfce by parce! 
post and thought his national status 
was similar to those of White Rus. 
sians here who are under Chinese 
jurisdiction, as he had not been 
Togistered and the American author!- 
ties hore would not let him register 
in 1997, 

“About my running away here, 
am not sorry,” he added, and di 
closed that he had an’ insurance 
policy which would take care of him 
Mnaneially for the rest of his life. 
He would not have to go to the poor 
house. He was not sorry about the 
V,S,$25,000 bail which he had for- 
felted, characterizing. it as a gamble 
in which he had lost, Speaking of 
‘an insurance man who had given evi- 
dence against him on a former ap- 
pearance, he declared with acrimony 
that the’man had solicited a policy 
from him for which he had paid for 
twenty years. in advance, He was at 
a loss {0 understand why the party 
concerned should testify against him, 

“Everyone knows that I was in the 
U.S. Navy." he continued, and de- 
clared that he had been commended 
for bravery and had been discharged 
fas a second class officer, not as n sea 
man as had been alleged against him, 

Dwelling on an affidavit which Mr. 
Chas, Richardson, Jr, and the Marshal 
of the Court had'mentioned was made 
by his mother to the American au- 
thorities that he was adopted into a 
“Riley” family, accused asserted that 
his mother did not know a thing 
‘about him since he was. four years 
‘old, His father, he said, had placed 
‘him in_an orphanage before going to 
the gold-fields, ‘when he was at the 
‘age of four, and died when he (Riley) 
‘was elght years old, He declared that 
he had never been adopted by any- 
one and had ‘sold newspapers in 
Ameriea and worked his way through 

He ‘went on to say that he had 
adopted the name of a crony, E. ‘T. 
Riley, before coming out to China 
from San Francisco, After remark- 
ing bitterly: “This just shows how 
much my mother knows about my 
life, since she left me," he referred 























to-a Mr, Maloney whose name also 
hhad been brought out and said that 
Maloney was an old pai whom he had 
Inelped, When he had amassed a for- 
tune, he declared, 2 lot of relatives 
had ‘written to him. 

“t envisioned spending the rest of 
my life in jail and didn't have the 
will power to come back.” Riley con 
tinued, adding that if his bond had 
been Fevoked or he had been put 
simply on his honour to return, he 
[would have not Jumped ball. 

‘After expressing his regrets for 
running away, he disclosed that dur- 
ing his freedom he had visited the 
[French Concession in the evenings 
and asserted that not a single police 
man would arrest him, declaring that 
they Mked him and observing wryly, 
“That is how much co-operation the 
/Marshal got from the French police.” 

Riley went on to say that he had 

Jample opportunity to leave Shanghai, 
but did not have the heart to go-to a 
country which was not the ally of 
‘America, preferring to remain here 
Jand to fake "the rap,” It had been 
suggested by the prosecution that he 
‘was a criminal even before the charge 
was brought against him in Okla 
hhoma, and declared that he had not 
seen the inside of a jail before he 
was 25, although he had no parents 
{to look atter him, His grand-father 
was a well-to-do cattle ‘man, Riley 
Jeontinued, but had allowed ‘his six 
children foo many privileges and his 
father had died from drink, 
All his life he had abstained trom 
Jdcink and smoking, Riley went on to 
say, adding that he liked cards, 
feinémas and daneing and had his bad 
hhabits, observing that he was no 
Jangel.” He had joined the navy at 
‘Salt Lake City at 19 and later be~ 
feame associated with the merchant 
marine after a perfeet record of four 
years, 

"Aller coming here, he said, he had 
worked for three years. with the 
Shanghal Power Company, which 
Job he secured through Mr. Fessen- 
den, Being fond of craps he had 
‘played dice at night, winning more in 
fone evening than his whole month's 
salary. He sald he had worked eight 
‘years for Gande, Price and they had 
Trusted him with everything they got.” 
JAtter declaring. that his commercial 
record here was above reproach, 
Riley sald he had never owed any: 
jono and even after he had jumped 
bail ‘his lawyer had received $3000 
egal fees, He had received many 
notes and bad cheques, 

“It is not my habit to put money 
over my honour and name,” he de- 
felared, and said that he had given 
Jalms io old people and had a wide 
elvele of friends; all of whom were 
oor Chinese, Russians and Eurasians 
fand would not be afraid of putting 
his case before a public vote, He had 
not attended cocktail parties and his 
dea of settling down was to be a 
Jeattle ranger. He admitted a failing 
{for shooting ctaps, which he sald had 
resulted In his being kicked out of 
the Navy twice, 
Did Farren's close up after his 
arrest? Riley next asked, and pointed 
Jout that the day slot machines were 
taken out of the Marines Club, the 
pele of drinks had gone up 30 per 
feont, and they had made 35 per cent, 
fof the profits of the slot machines, 
which prompted Judge Helmick’ to| 
observe “Yes, but you got the re- 
Railey explained that he 
had to’ pay for the upkeep of the 
machines which had been brought out 
{from Chicago, He was paying income 
jax to the Chinese authorities and all 
these years had not been told by any 
fone that he had no right to operate 
slot machines here. 
After saying that he had not got a

games were being played at the 
JAmerican Club and others who had 
been warned to lay off, which warn 
jing had not been given’ to him, 
‘The gambler should be as guilty 
Jas the operator of the “gambling. 
Hhouse, Riley sald and asked that he 
fue allowed to serve time in Shang! 
jin which case, he said, he would pay 
his own passage later’ to America. 
In opening the case Mr. Leighton 
[Shields, the District Attorney, sub-

lish that Riley was a native-born, 
JAmerican citizen, and announced

that accused was desirous of rel- 
erating his former plea of guilty of| 
jthe offences mentioned in the in- 
formation filed against him.

If the thing did not 
Jamount to a public nuisance, counsel 
submitted, the court could overlook 
the gravity of the charge, which was| 
ja technical one, 

Regarding the operating of gam~ 
bling at Farren’s ‘Mr. Shields con- 
tinued, that was a far different mat-. 
ter. as there was in it a distinct! 
nuisance value, Counsel then refer~ 
red to the raid made at Farren's by 
lunruly elements and thugs, resulting 
Jin people being killed, ‘being ex- 
lemplary of what the nuisance referred 
to would result in, 

Riley had given the judicial a 
Ithorities a whole lot of trouble, Mr. 
[Shields added, and had placed certain 
fofieials even perhaps in physical 
Jdanger in following him, and the 
Jcourt could not look upon ‘his plea as 
Jan ordinary plea of guilt and must 
take a. serious view of the case. 
JCounse! went on to refer to horse- 
racing as a well-established institu. 
tion here which was giving a lot of 
[people harmless” pleasure, 

Mr, Rodger admitted in his address 
that Riley had operated a crap table 
Jat Farren's and slot_machines here. 
Riley had bought the property on 
Jwhich Farren's stood, he sald, trom 
the Chinese Overseas Bank; he wax 
Jowner of half of the property and 
the lease {0 the present occupants ran 
Jout on January 1, 1941, It had not 
been suggested that Riley was con~ 
Jeerned in the operation of the roulette 
tables at Farren’s counsel continued, 
land disclosed that a syndicate was in 
Joceupation. ‘The property was pur- 
jchased by Farren's and Riley, he said, 
Jon April 9. 1940, Later, he said, Riley’ 
sold “his interest in the property to 
Farren's, 

I Every American here, counsel 
pointed, was a member of the Race| 
[Club or a frequenter at the races| 
Jand was liable to be prosecuted under 
{the Code. “This law is antiquated law: 
Jand has not been changed since 1929," 
Mr, Rodger declared, ‘They _had| 
horse racing today practically in all 
the States and people were getting 
ots of fun out of it. Apart from a 
couple of infractions of the trafic 
bye-laws, Mfr. Rodger said, Riley had 
Ja clean ‘record during his long stay 
fhere and stressod the generosity of 
Riley who, he said, had never turned 
Jo deat ear to the pleadings of people 
Jwho asked him for a meal, 

During Prohibition, counsel pointed 
lout, Americans here ‘were allowed to 
indiige in liquor and could own bars: 
Jand selt drink. As far as he knew a 
pumber of legislators _ themselves 
Jwere attending the race tracks in| 
[Washington and he would ask for a’ 
minimum punishment, considering. 
teat the French Municipal Council 
was issuing licences for slot machines. 
Riley, he declared, had been suf 
ciently punished through the loss of 
his bail of U.S.$25.000, representing 
fhis life's savings whieh had gone, The 
interests of justice would be served, 
fhe suggested, if Riley was sent 10 
prison here for six months. Counsel 
{then dwelled at some length on the 
ease of Garcia, and. other cases of 
foreigners convicted here of operat 
ing gambling houses, 

Mr. Shields in a brief reply stressed 
that it had not been the practice here 
to prosecute people who played inno- 
lcent games and. frequenters of race 
tracks. Operations of commercialized 
Jgambling” was different, he said, It 
had been brought out that Riley’ had 
jomassed a fortune, showing that he 
had conducted a véry profitable busi 
Iness here, Mr. Rodger had not been 
to America for some time, he sald, 
jand was not aware of conditions 
there. Counsel doubted if legislators 
today could even find the time to 
Jatiend the race tracks, as Mr, Rodger 
Had sald.

Mr. Leighton ‘Shiclds,- the 
Distriet Attorney, conducted the case 
for the prosecution, and in the course 
of yesterday's heating completed his 
evidence. ‘The case was adjourned 
tll gis merning at 10 oelock, when 

. H. G. Nelson will present evid- 
fence for the defence. ‘The court 
was crowded all day yesterday, many 
‘curious spectators having t0 be turned 
away. 

In his opening address the District 
Attorney stated that he intended to 
Present the facts of the case as he 
‘had assombled them, and that his 
witnesses would prove that Floyd 
Sebastion was murdered by the ace 
cused. The baby; was the child of 
Casement's wife by a previous thus- 
Band. ‘The family lived in the Pacific 
Gardens, on Seymour Road, their 
house being inside a compound with 
a single gate. This gate was guarded 
by,a watchman, 

In the early morning of March 13,"" 
‘Mr. Shields went on, "a marine was 
‘seen by the watehman—it was a clear 
night, to leave the compound, earrying 
{2 parcel, and to walk into the Jewish 
School ‘Compound, about 150. feet 
down the rond, He emerged after 
a few minutes ‘and after walking a 
few more fect down the road tossed 
the bundie over the wall into the 
Jewish School grounds.” 

‘The watchman then went into) 
these grounds and. saw another

said “morning” and walked out| 
‘again, Inside. the compound a 


bundle was found containing the 
Blood-stained body of a child, A 
report was sent to the police, ‘and 
the matter investigated, ‘Later’ on in 
the same day Casement was arrested 
in the Marine billets, and his laundry 
bag examined, In it was found a.

Court yesterday 
that he killed the child, claiming that 
this mind was a complete blank from 
about 830 pm. on March 12, while 
he was ina bar, to 4am. on’ March 
13 when he woke up in this room to 
Gnd Floyd lying beside him on the 
‘bed covered it blood. 

‘Yesterday's hearing’ was devoted to 
the evidence for the defence, con 
ducted by Mr. H. G, Nelson, eonclud- 
ing with the cross-examination of 
Casement by the District Attorney. 
Mr. Nelson asked for an adjoum- 
‘ment until this morning for his sum- 
ming-up of the defence, Mr. Shields 
agreeing to this, 

"The first defence witness yesterday 
wax Chen Bungeeheng, a draughts- 
man, who told the court of certain 
measurements Ike acl made at the 
scone of the alleged crime, and iden 
Uiiled n number of photographs of 
Dulldings. 

Pfe. Homer ‘Triplet, of the USMC. 
testified that he had known Casement 
for six or eight months, both serving 
in the same company. He went with 
Casement on March 12 ut 1.48 to the 
Marine Club on Bubbling Welt Road, 
where they each had three oF, four 
large bottles of beer. At § o'clock 
they. went to 170 Route Vallon to a 
bar known as “Spud John’s", arrivieg 
there at about 625 pm.

‘at such high pressure as recently. ‘Threats 

to Greece, threats to Gibraltar, threats to the| 

Middle East and India, threats to take over 

the French and Italian navies and drive us 

from the Mediterranean, and conversations 

fon the German radio 'of all the blood- 

curdling things Germany is preparing to do 

fo us in Britain, Well. the race of Herrenvolle 

which glories in dropping bombs on working~ 

= class quarters and murdering wounded men 

in hospital ships is eapable of any beastliness. 

So the threats do not worry us much, ‘The 

British and the Greeks, at whom they are 

chiefly aimed are not particularly prone to 
nerves. 

If that sounds too boastful may one justify. 
it with a little story? Freddie Harrison, aged 
six, of London was in bed with his two 
sisters, Mary (three) and Georgina (ten 
months) when a bomb hit the house. A 
wardrobe fell across the bed and a pile of 
bricks and rafters on that. Freddie heard 
a ery. Somehow he wriggled among. the 
bricks, got hold of Georgina, pulled the bricks 
aside ‘and got her out, then went back for 
Mary and got her out too. J, suppose the 
Germans would call Freddie x “military ob- 
Jective,” and really there is something in it.

‘ago Sir Robert Vansittart, formerly Per= 
manent Under Secretary and now Adviser to 
the Foreign OMec, gave a series of broad~ 
ensts_(sinco reprinted in book form) about 
the Germans. Sir Robert has a fine literary 
style, wonderful commend of biting phrases, 
tand he was very rude indeed, with rudeness 
which consisting in plain undeniable facts| 
cannot be excelled.

March 27—Two species of the Spiraea are 
now commencing to bloom in the shrubbery 
and add their beauty to that of the forsythia, 
They are both grown for the handsome ap. 
pearance of their slender stems covered with 
tumbels of single or double white flowers, They 
fare. very ornamental plants and fully deserve 
their common name of “Bridal Wreath”: the 
Jgenerie name. was derived from speira a band 
of wreath, and it was given by the Greeks to 
the plant’ oWing to its usefulness. for garland 
making. There are many people who cannot 
Jquite Understand why our shrubby plants are 
Feferred {0 as splrzeas; they have known 
Jdifferent kind. of plant under that name. 

[many parts of England, a low.growing plan 
producing numerous small pure while Mowers 
fin. branching panicles is known as a_spirmea: 
‘the same plante, blooming in pots, are also 
lprocurable in English florists’ shops early in 
the year. Most of the varieties bear white 
plume-like flower spikes, but there is a pink 
variely that was a great favourite. This plant, 
Enown as a spiraa, Is—bolanieally speaking 
Jan Astilbe; the dwarf varieties are not very 
fhappy in our climate, they do not (rive like 
they do in other countries. However, there are 
some that are native to West Ching and these 
‘will grow here, but they are chiefly tall-grow- 
ing species, One of the."Bridal Wreaths" at 
present in ower is Spircea prunifolia flora. 
pleno, this is the species with small double 
Rowers, about a quarter of an inch in dis. 
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meter; the graceful stems of this plant are 
[vers attractive despite the fact that the flowers 
fare not so numerous os those of the single- 
Mowered Spiraea thunbergil, whose gracefully 
arching branches are a mass of bloom. Both 
species are ideal for house decoration —W.K. 


March 30.—It would be dificult to find a 
‘more beautiful shrub at this time of the year 
than the hill “Lilse" (Daphne Genkwa). When 
passing a garden on Aventie Haig yesterday, 
we saw a single plant, literally covered with 
Uilne-coloured blossoms, in the centre of a 
flower bed, From a distance, the plant looked 
ike a lag; but it had not the same habit of 
growth and we could not place the shrub. A. 
Mise does not produce such an abundance of 
flowers at the same time. We entered the gar~ 
den later and identified the plant, The term, 
“hill Iae;" may not be found in any gardening 
books; we first heard the plant called by that 
name in a garden very close to the aerodrome: 
We had been asked to eall ct “The Limit” to 
sre some of the special plants in the garden 
fand were Introduced tothe “hill Mae" at that 
time ‘and thought the name very appropriate. 
Since that time, we have seen occasional 
planis ina few gardens; tut not many, and 
Wwe were rather surprised to find it in the 
Avenue Haig garden. If-we remember right, we 
‘were told that the shrub grows wild on ‘the 
hills. lose to Mokanshan: it Is also reported 
fo be native to the Soochaw area and we 
wonder why more plants have not been brought 
here by the dealers living near that town, 
There must be fow garden lovers who are not 
interested in early-flowering shrubs and we 
feel that many should make on attempt to pro- 
cure a plant or two for mixing in the shrub- 
bery borders. Another useful plant for break: 
ing’ the Springtime monotony of white and 
Yellow, Is the Dovewood (Alchornea davidil); 
ihis is’ rank.growing shrub with ineonspleuous 
Mowers: during the Summer and Autumn, 
lis chief use Is asa screen for fences, but in 
the ‘Spring, its young leaves are highly-colour- 
fed and most attractive. We saw some pretty. 
beds of pansies during the week-end, the cold 
and rain of the past few days does not appear 
to have harmed the plants at all, although we 
felt the cold more than. we did during the 
Winter: perhaps the recent warm weather has 
made Us litile more tender! One of the keon= 
est of the Munglao Road “gardeners” was bo- 
‘moaning the depredation of his forsythias this 
morning, Birds had removed all the flowers 
from his shrubs in a single day. Some time 
ago we were admiring a good display of crocus 
Howers ina garden, and when we took a friend 
along the following day 10 sce them, there was 
hot a flower to beseen and we now wonder whe 
ther birds had been responsible for that damage- 
Perhaps Mr. Wilkinson's feathered friends Iike 
flowers as much as we do; but we wish that 
hho would (each them not to eat the whole 
crop at one sitting, We shall probably be told 
fo guard against a vepetition by leaving a fow 
cerumbs about. the garden in future. We fect 
that we eannot elose today’s pot-pourri without 
referring to the charming colouraetfeets aehic 
ed by the promoters of "Merrie Englan« 
They were something to be seen and remem

‘Italians Lose Seven Warships 


Captain of Sunken Cruiser, Pola, Believe 





Battleship Destroyed ; Heavy Loss of Life 


Alexandria, Apr. 1. 


PULLER details of the crushing defeat of the Italian Fleet in 

the Mediterranean which crowned the greatest week of the 
war bring the enemy's almost certain losses to seven warships— 
four cruisers and three destroyers—while a battleship of the 
Littorio class was seriously damaged by repeated poundings of 


fleet air arm torpedoes. 





With the return of the British Fleet to Alexandria without a 
man hurt or a ship scratched it is revealed how the enemy forces 
‘were lured to destruction by a British cruiser. 


‘The Hatians were taken completely 
‘by surprise when a 30,000-ton war- 
‘ship leading tho British Fleet follow- 
fed by the battleships Barham and 
Valiant began a chase lasting 12 hours 
and demolished with broadsides 
‘enemy erulsers already hit by aerial 
torpedoes, leaving the destroyers to 
race in to finish the job. 

Back in port Admiral Sir Andrew 
Browne Cunningham, Commander-in- 
Chiet of British Naval Forees in the 
‘Mediterranean, paid tribute to the 
personnel of his fleet for skilful man- 
Gouvring and to the air arm for un- 
tiring efforts which between them 
contributed to the greatest naval 
victory of the war, 


How the Battle Was Won 


How the battle of the Ionian Sea 
was won was told on the return 
here unseathed of the British war- 
ships which participated in the 
historle Nght, writes Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the Mediter- 
vanean Fleet, 

Tt was digelosed that the Italian 
‘battleship crippled was the Vittorio 
‘Veneto, 35,000 tons, and the cruisers 
hat were first set ablaze and then 
sunk were the Pola, Zora and Flume. 
‘After the British’ battleships had 
‘opened ire and set the Italian cruisers 
ablaze, thas withdrew to give a clear 
‘leld of action gor their light units to 
nish off the stricken enemy crulsers, 
‘Two enemy destroyers. just prior to 
thelr withdrawal apparently were 
trying to launch a torpedo attack on 
the battleships. 

British destroyers then sank the 
three blazing cruisers while other 
units continued to inflict damage on 
the remaining Itallan ships. ‘This 
damage has not yet been ascertained 
‘owing to the rapidly changing phases 
of the night action, 

‘The chase of the Tialian fleet lasted 
about twelve hours and covered one 
fo two hundred miles, ‘The prison= 
fers taken comprise 08 officers and 
849 ratings, 


“Well Done” 


On the roturn of the Geet to port, 
‘Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
‘Commander-in-Chief, sent a signal to 
all the ships thanking everyone for 
their support and saying “well done 

‘The first news of the Talian Moet’ 
activity was an air reconnaissance re. 
port sent in on Thursday. It stated 
that an enemy force was steaming 
eastwards near Cape Passaro, south: 
fernemost point of Sicily. 
ramatic suddenness the British 
Fleet Immediately sailed to contact 
the enemy. 

‘On Friday morning one battleship 
of the Littorfo class and a foree of 
enemy cruisers wore contacted by 
Our light forees southward of the end 
fof Crete, while further reconnaisanee 
reported a second foree comprising 
{wo battleships, cruisers and destroy 
ers further north, 

‘The Fleet Air Arm and the RAF. 
immediately attacked, the former 
seriously damaging the Littorio bate 
tleship and reducing, her speed cor 
siderably, while soveral hits were 
also registered on eruisers and des- 
troyers. 

While aireraft and light forces thus 
maintained contact with the enemy, 
Who endeavoured to scatter and re- 
turn {o his base, the battleships fol- 
Towed up. ‘They were able to make 
contact only as darkness fell, the 
chase towards the Tlalian shores hav= 
{ng lasted about 12 hours and covered 
some 200 miles. 


Warspite's Broadsides: 


‘The leading ship of the British bat 
flo fleet was the Warspite which 
‘opened fire with her 1Seinch guns. 
from a, distance of just under two 
miles, ‘The effect of the Warspite's 
fre. was devastating. 

‘The enemy crulser Flume Ut up 
the surrounding sea by a violent 
burstof red flame extending from 
tho foremost fitnnel to the after 
turret, One observer said that the 
turret itself was blown over the side, 
While the ship was thus blazing, the 
Warspite poured in a further broad- 
side causing fresh outbursts of flame. 

By now the entire battle fleet was 
In action, the whole scene being it 
































up by gunfire, blazing ships ond 
‘scarchlights. Before the enemy had nny 
chanee to reply, a second cruiser, the 
Zora, was burning flercely the result 
of a broadside from the Warspite. A. 
third cruiser, the Pola, was likewise 
dealt with by other British battle- 
ships; the whole action taking a mat- 
ter of seconds. 

Besides the Warspite, the British 
battleships Barham and’ Valiant and 
the destroyers Havock and Greyhound 
participated in the action. 

In his “well done” signal to the 

warships on thelr return to port Ad- 
miral Sir Andrew Cunningham sald: 
“I am most grateful to all in the 
Fleet for their support on this as 
‘on all other occasions. ‘The opera 
tions just concluded have given us a 
‘most notable success and supremacy. 
¢ skilful handling of our eruis- 
ers and the untiring efforts of the 
Fleet Air Arm kept me informed 
of ‘the enemy movements and the 
well-pressed home attacks of the tor 
pedo-bombed aircraft on the Littorio 
battleships, so reduced the speed of 
the enemy’ fleet that we were able to 
gain contact during the night and 
inflict heavy damage, The devasting 
results of the batlleships' gunfire are 
ample reward for the months of pati- 
ent training. ‘This work was com- 
pleted by destroyers in the admirable 
way we have come to expect of 
them.” 
‘Questioned about the present effec 
tive strength of the Italian leet, Ad- 
miral Cunningharn estimates its losses, 
as follows: battleships, two-thirds; 
eighth-inch gun cruisers and destroy- 
rs, over 50 per cent; six-inch gun 
cruisers and destroyers, 25 per cent: 
submarines, 20 to 30 per cont—theso| 
being dimeult to caleulate. 

‘Admiral Cunningham gave it as 
his considered opinion that the 35- 
00-ton. battleship Vittorio Veneto of

Constant Attacks on Germany's Canals and 
Railways Have Proved of Great Importance 
‘By Wave Conmenson Za V. Peat

HE dislocation of enemy communications is one of the most 
important objectives of Britain’s air offensive on Germany and 
German occupied territory; modern armies cannot live off the coun- 


try; and mechanized forces must 
supplies of all Icinds. 


draw steadily and regularly on 


‘The immediate results of these attacks are nob always obvious, 
and it may seem more spectacular when great war factories are 
gutted or stocks of raw materials blown up, but’ although these. 
are important targets, communications are vital to Germany's 


war effort. 

In order of importance German 
communications are as follows:— 
canals, railways, roads, sea and air, 
Unlike Britain, Germany has an in- 
trleate and extensive canal system, 
which handles the bulk of the heavy’ 
and non-perishable goods traffic. The 
‘canals and waterways are linked with 
the great rivers, and converge on 
‘the large inland ports, * 

Dulsburg-rubrort is the largest 
river port in the world, serving the 
junction of the rivers Rhine, Ruhr, 
Ems and Weser, by way of the Dort- 
mund-Bms and Miltelland Canals: 
More ‘than 40,000 barges are accom- 
modated in this port in an average 
sear, ‘The RAP, has bombed the 
place 89 times, s0 ‘far. 

‘Where the canals cross valleys they 














are often carried on aqueducts, rather 
than by a. series of locks. This 
method is cheaper and makes for 
Tess delay, The Dortmund-Bms canal 
has three’ aqueduets, which carry it 
across the rivers Lippe, Stever and 
Ems, ‘The largest of the three is a 
doubled aqueduct across the Ems.

‘Nazi communications, “the -material| 
damage is considerable. Material 
damage, it is true, can be repaired 
in time. But time itself is a. loss 
that Germany can never recover. 
Supplies are held up. Blocked| 
‘canals, disorganized ports and extend- 
ed train journeys are as much a dead 
Joss fo Germany's war machine as 
tons of oll sent up in flames.

T could not wait any longer but 
had to act, immediately," Chancellor 
Hitler’s order said, announcing that 
Germany had been at war with Yugo 
slavia since early Sunday. He said 
both Yugoslavia’ and Greece were 
victims of “British intrigue” and that 
after the Jast Briton. has been swept 
from the Balkans by' the “victorious” 
German army the soldiers of the 
Reich also would prove “they can. 
bent the British in the heart of the 
desert in Africa.” 

“We shall only lay down our arms 
when this band of rufflans has been 
definitely and most emphatically eli 
minated and the last Briton has left 
this part of the European continent 
and these misied people realize they 
‘must thank Britain for this situation 
that they must thank England, the 
‘Breatest war monger of all time. 


‘Threat to Germany 


"T have repeatedly warned con- 
cerning any attempt by the British 10 
Jand troops in. southeast Europe. \T 
sald that it would constitute a threat 
to the German Reich.

China Day at the 


White House

‘Yesterday was China Day at the 
White House, though what precisely 
was discussed and what decisions, if 
any, were reached Is at present un- 


nown. 
‘President Roosevelt, having cleared 
much work across his desk since his 
return from his holiday, conferred 
yeslerday afternoon with Mr, Lauch- 
lin “Currie. who recently’. visited 
Chungking on behalf of the Presi- 
dent, and considered his comprehen- 
‘sive report on his visit to China, 








President Roosevelt was asked at a 
press conference yesterday what ideas 
he had about afd for China, but he 
Indicated that he had nothing to say 
‘until ho had talked with Mr. Curcie, 
Active steps to assist China can, 
therefore, be expected any tlme now. 

Meanwhile, Washington is watching 
with deep Interest changes in the 
Chungking Government. which have 
hitherto been interpreted as strength- 
ening Kuomintang rule, while the 
jereaticn of food and trade ministries 
{9 scen as the results of Mr. Curric’s 
visit to China and the strengthening, 
‘of China's economy as one of the m= 
portant measures necessary for sic- 
fessfully concluding the war with 
Japan, 








‘The resolution of the Central Execu- 
tive Committee to continue Aghting 
until all Japanese have been expelled 
from China is welcomed here. The 
manifesto emphasizing the necessity 
fof the national army being based on 
‘unity and discipline, is seen as a Gov- 
ernment resolve not to allow the 
Communist army oF party to make 
use of the war situation for ulterior 
ends, * 

Simultaneously it 1s hoped that re- 
{ferences by the C.EC. to faith In the 
democratic form of government are 
‘not merely lip service, and that as 
far as exigencies permit and political 
Jedueation progresses, the Chinese 
[Government will advance steadily to- 
wards that objective—Reuter.
